PLANNING IN THE LONDON REGION 


‘THE Report recently published by the Town Planning Institute appears 

at a moment of challenge to the present policy of decentralisation, based 
upon the recommendations of the Barlow Commission, and in course of 
implementation by the Government and the Local Planning Authorities. It is 
interesting, therefore, to note that although the Report recommends a number 
of reforms in method, it comes to the conclusion that the officially-adopted 
policy appears, on examination, to be the only practicable policy. 


The preparation of the Report was entrusted to a committee of the Institute 
on April 13, 1953, with a view to discovering how planning was proceeding in 
Greater London, and the extent to which it was implementing Sir Patrick 
Abercrombie’s County of London Plan (1943) ; Greater London Plan (1944) ; 
and the Ministry’s Town and Country Planning Memorandum on the Greater 
London Plan (1947). 


The agreed planning policy comprised in these three documenis (referred 
to collectively as the “‘ Regional Plan”) was “that the population of the 
Region should not materially increase above the prewar figure of about 
10 mn., and that over 1 mn. people, together with equivalent amounts of 
employment, should be decentralised from the congested centre to planned 
communities located beyond an encircling Green Belt. Furthermore, the employ- 
ment potential of the Region should decrease absolutely. Open space standards 
and a road plan for the whole Region were set out in the 1947 Memorandum. 
A railway plan was later prepared... .” 


Each of the Development Plans submitted to the Minister by the ten Local 
Planning Authorities in the Region has been examined in detail with reference 
to proposals affecting such matters as population, employment and communica- 
tions. The proposals of these ten plans are then aggregated and compared 
with the targets laid down in the Regional Plan and with present facts. 


This comparison reveals, inter alia, that the Development Plans provide 
for a 7 per cent. larger total population than that proposed in the Regional 
Plan, and that road and rail improvements have not been carried out in step 
with other kinds of development. In the Regional Plan, land use, accom- 
modation and communications were planned together, but in practice the 
planning of the system of communications has, unfortunately, tended to be 
regarded as a separate issue. On the other hand, encouraging progress is noted 
in several directions, including the establishment of New Towns, although the 
expansion of existing small towns under the Town Development Act has not 
got under way, a possible indication that the New Towns Act provides the 
better form of procedure. 


As already noted, the result of the examination would seem to confirm that 
the officially adopted policy is the only practicable one and that any alternative 

““ would lead to ever-increasing congestion and ultimately to chaos.”” Why, 
therefore, has not more progress been made in the last ten years ? The answer 
is that the two main obstacles are finance and administration. With reference 
to the former, the difficulties of the present situation are obvious, but it is also 
clear that the Government has not yet appreciated that the capital city of the 
country is of national importance. In the London Region there are nearly 
280 public bodies with development powers ; moreover, local government is 
in the melting pot and is not likely to be reshaped for some time to come. 
On the other hand, there is an immediate need for concerted action, under firm 
central guidance, and the least that can be expected of the Government is that 
it should immediately make arrangements for the regular exchange of ideas 
and information between all the interests concerned. 


We simply cannot afford to allow our capital city to be strangled by traffic 
congestion and drift into chaos. The policy and plan which could prevent 
this happening have stood the test of expert scrutiny, and some progress has 
been made. But the process urgently needs simplification, speeding up and 
financial backing; for these Government must take immediate responsibility.

Portland Place in Danger 


ST. MARYLEBONE Borough Council 

and the LCC find themselves in 
opposing camps over the replanning of 
two of the terraces of Portland-place. In 
May, 1956, the LCC, as local planning 
authority, made a preservation order in 
respect of the two central terraces lying 
east and west of the street between New 
Cavendish-street and Weymouth-street, 
on the ground that Portland-place ranks 
as one of the Adam Brothers’ major con- 
tributions to London’s_ eighteenth- 
century building development. The 
greater part of these two terraces is, in 
fact, scheduled in the list of buildings of 
special architectural interest under 
section 30 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947. Planning permission 
has been granted for the erection of a 
block of 28 self-contained flats on the 
sites of Nos. 37 and 39, the intention 
‘being that the development shall restore 
‘the elevation as nearly as possible to its 


previous form, and so completely restore 
the west terrace. 


But St. Marylebone are not in accord 
with the LCC’s plan; they believe that 
they themselves have sufficient powers to 
preserve buildings of interest, and pro- 
pose to inform the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government accordingly, 
indicating at the same time that they feel 
most strongly that in any redevelopment 
of the sites the opportunity should be 
taken to build to a greater height. They 
State: “... with the high cost of land in 
Central London and the fact that the de- 
centralisation of population may not be 
achieved to the degree at first visualised, 
there may well have to be higher build- 
ings in suitable areas. In view of the 
unusual width of Portland-place and thus 
the opportunity to make full use of the 
light and air by building to a greater 
height, we feel most strongly that it would 
be extremely bad planning to reinstate 
the eighteenth-century design in_ its 
entirety with the low building height. If 
this were done it would in fact condemn 
a frontage of 600 ft. to become a museum 
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be) 


piece.... 

So much for the facts. What is hap.

“ International Modern” Furniture 


THE party-preview thrown by Messis. 
Trollopes on June 26 to launch their new 
department at West Halkin-street, Bel- 
grave-square, was an_ enjoyable one, 
which includes a number of architecis, 
writes Basil Marriott. The title of the 
inaugural exhibition, which continues for 
four weeks from the opening date, 
explains what must represent a pretty 
serious policy decision for a firm usually 
associated with antiques. 

The expressed object is to avoid what 
is universally available and concentrate 
on exclusive designs for the more “ dis- 
criminating”’ buyer, and though that 
word is a bit off-putting the effect does 
achieve something the others haven’t got 
in the welter of “contemporary” now 
flooding motopia. 

I felt, however, that such a customer 
might like more details of the designers 
of the foreign representation than were 
forthcoming at the preview, since dis- 
crimination is apt to go with a healthy 
interest in authorship, with one eye on 
possible heirloom-pieces: but I under- 
stand that the sources of supply abroad 
had not been too forthcoming either on 
this point. Trollopes have, however, 
enabled one to credit their own designer, 
G. Owen, with some of the nicest things, 
including the occasional chest illustrated 
—of Regency inspiration but contem- 
porary in detail, straightforward in cor- 
struction, and thus likely to outlast 
fashion. The internationalism is at 
present limited—quite fortuitously I 
gather—mainly to Denmark, Norway ard 
Germany, with Trollopes carrying the 
torch for Britain. I hope it will not te 
long before, say, Italy makes an appear- 
ance not only in response to growing 
popular demand but because the Latins 
do leaven the rather heavily logical 
approach of North Europe. 

Things I particularly liked were 1 
Danish executive desk of impressiv: 
acreage; some “architectonic” tray; 
printed with old engravings—a welcom: 
change from abstracts; several. Edinburg) 
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Weavers and other fabrics well chosen for 
colour and texture; a “ matchbox ” table 
British—H. Berry and Associates); and 
4 straightforward German armchair 
‘illustrated). 

Though Trollopes are no strangers to 
the contemporary idiom, from their 
interior decoration and ship-fitting con- 
iracts, this spontaneously progressive de- 
parture deserves success. 


‘The London Panorama ”’ 


HAVING spent a boyhood in Hammer- 
mith when Kensington Gardens were 
iImost the next stop (“ West Ken ” being 
. definitely non-U periphrasis in those 
jays) I always welcome an excuse to re- 
visit them, writes Basil Marriott. Not 
only is the London Museum “ at home ” 
igain in Kensington Palace, with 
-emembered favourites like the Great 
Fire model that lights up (though a de- 
liciously tatty Prison Scene with stuffed- 
rat garnishing is absent) but also the 
Gardens have other childhood associa- 
tions of which I am unashamed even 
when they merge into Barrie-land, not 
envying subsequent generations their 
Christopher Wobins or Spacemen. 

The excuse presented itself recently in 
the putting on show of the Trustees’ new 
acquisition, Lawrence Wright’s “ London 
Panorama,” a sectionalised picture of the 
entire City from the Stone Gallery of St. 
Paul’s, the view starting from the North 
West and finishing at the South West 
tower of the Cathedral, travelling through 
a full 360 degrees. This is a unique and 
impressive record of the war-damaged 
capital before (as the invitation card 
tactfully put it) “rebuilding began to 
change its appearance and mask its 
vistas”: as such it is of first importance, 
documentarily, as well as artistic. 

Each of the 10 sections, mostly hori- 
zontal panels totalling 27 ft. overall, has 
below it an outline key, but the repre- 
sentation is generally explicit, although I 
slipped up disgracefully in momentarily 
mistaking the distant University Senate 
House Tower for the Shell Mex Building. 
Although primarily to be regarded as a 
tour de force of topographical draughts- 
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manship, the Panorama is of considerable 
pictorial merit, particularly, I think, in 
those panels closely approaching a mono- 
chrome rendering, apparently in water- 
colour and gouache over the lightest line 
setting-up. 

I hope it may tempt you Westwards, 
for other recent acquisitions, though less 
architectural, are not to be missed—par- 
ticularly in the Theatrical Section, to 
which Martin Holmes, assistant keeper, 
is clearly dedicated and arranges with 
consummate taste as well as intimate 
knowledge. Queen Caroline’s small 
crown, which proved on purchase such 
an inspired “ hunch,” is quite enchanting. 
The Gardens themselves are at their 
best: the stripling saplings along the late- 
lamented Broad Walk are coming along 
nicely, and the Dutch Garden is ablaze, 
though sad to see it sunk to “ Sunken 
Garden ” on the map in the Guide. 


Trees in Streets 


IN RECENT YEARS sO many roadside 
and other trees have been cut down, or 
so mutilated that they have become eye- 
sores rather than objects of beauty, that 
it is welcome to see some official en- 
couragement for the planting of new 
trees. This has been done by Mr. Duncan 
Sandys, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, in a circular to local 
authorities. The circular refers in par- 
ticular to councils who are carrying out 
schemes of slum clearance or redevelop- 
ment, whom the Minister trusts “ will not 
fail to seize this unique opportunity to 
introduce more trees into these areas.” 
Other authorities, it is hoped, will take 
steps to encourage tree-planting in towns 
and villages, when opportunities occur. 
Public utilities and industrial concerns 
and privately owned housing estates are 
also to be encouraged to plant trees in 
their grounds and along their roads. 

If tree planting schemes are to be a 
lasting success it is essential that trees of 
the right size and type be selected. To 
help in making the right selection the 
Minister is having prepared a technical 
manual which will give advice on tree 
planting in towns. It is to be hoped that

WINDOWS FOR COVENTRY 


An Exhibition at the Victoria and Albert Museum 
Architect : BASIL SPENCE, OBE, ARA, ARSA, FRIBA 


HERE is on view at the Victoria and 

Albert Museum an important Exhibi- 

tion, sponsored jointly by the Museum, 

the Arts Council, and the Royal College 

of Art, of six windows for Coventry 
Cathedral. 

In the huge plaster-cast Court, together 
with a large-scale model of the Cathedral 
not hitherto shown in London, are six of 
the ten great stained-glass windows for the 


nave of the new Cathedral at Coventry, 
each 70 ft. high by 8 ft. wide. This is the first 
time that not only the public but the artists 
themselves, have seen the windows whole. 

Both the architect and the Cathedral 
Reconstruction Committee felt it most 
important that these windows should be 
planned as a unified whole, and designed 
in a contemporary idiom. The commission 
was eventually awarded to the Royal Col- 
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lege of Art as a corporate body, and thre: 
well-known stained glass artists have bee 
working there on the glass since 195:: 
Mr. Lawrence Lee, ARCA, the Head of the 
Department of Stained Glass of the Roy: | 
College of Art, who is managing the prc - 
ject; Mr. Geoffrey Clarke, ARCA; anj 
Mr. Keith New, ARCA. The two last, wh» 
were both RCA students soon after th: 
war, have returned as members of staff t» 
the College for five years for this speci | 
task. In June, 1953, their designs were sut - 
mitted to the Coventry Reconstructio \ 
Committee. They were approved unan - 
mously and work began on the actuc! 
glass in October of the same year. 

When the content and design of th: 
windows were being planned, the designer ; 
had to consider whether to keep thei: 
images in separate units within the mui- 
lions and transoms which produce a forn: 
of fret, or to enlarge their scale. The 
decided upon the latter course, and whil- 
not disregarding the mullions and transoms, 
they have broken free of them, so that the 
images flow into each other. 

The ten windows symbolise the life of 
man. This theme is to be read in a progress 
of five pairs, each either side of the nave, 
towards the altar. At the south end of the 
nave will be the first pair of predominantly 
green windows, symbolising youth and 
adolescence, designed by Mr. New; then 
a pair of red windows, designed by Mr. 
Lee, for young manhood, passion, and 
marriage; then, multi-coloured for the 
richness and complexity of middle life 
(one designed by Mr. New and one by Mr. 
Clarke) ; two purple-blue windows for 
the wisdom and experience of old age, 
designed by Mr. Clarke; and finally, nearest 
the altar, two golden windows symbolising 
the afier-life through the subjects of the 
“ Trinity’ and “ Man’s vision of the 
New Jerusalem,” one designed by Mr. Lee 
and the other by all three designers in 
collaboration. On show at this Exhibition 
are the two purple windows, and one each 
of the green, multi-coloured, red, and 
golden. 

The visitor’s first impression, when he 
sees these windows towering above him, 
may be simply of a complex mosaic in 
wonderfully rich jewel colours ; but when 
he looks closely he will appreciate that the 
designers have, in fact, explored far into 
the world of Christian symbolism and 
scholarship. In the Cathedral the pairs 
of windows will represent, on the one side, 
the natural order, or ‘‘ Man side” as it 
has come to be called, and on the other 
the Divine order or ‘‘ God side,” the God- 
to-Man relationship being fundamental to 
Christianity. This division is one of 
emphasis only, and at this Exhibition the 
green window for the ‘“‘ Man side” is 
next to a red window for the “‘ God side,” 
and the golden “‘ Man” window next to 
the purple window for the Divine order. 

The exhibition will remain open until

The assessor, making his awards, stated: 
I am of the opinion that, out of the 43 
designs submitted in this competition for 
the proposed redevelopment of the Meal 
Vennel Area the following three are the 
best in order of merit: Design placed 
First—No. 22 [H. G. West and R. E. G. 
Miller]. The proposed buildings in this 
scheme are pleasantly arranged in relation 
to the site and its principal features. The 
single storey buildings on the south side 
ensure ample penetration of sunlight into 
the gardens. The vehicular and pedestrian 
accesses have been convincingly arranged 
to avoid most of the inconvenience of a 
shopping precinct. The positioning of the 
shops themselves is cleverly designed to

attract attention and invite inspection. 
Although their somewhat restricted depth 
suggests that adjustment may be called for, 
nevertheless, the author presents in his 
report and plans a comprehensive appre- 
ciation of the problem and an admirable 
solution. 

Design placed Second—No. 1. The 
simplicity of the layout of this scheme 
possesses merit. Unlike No. 22, it permits 
vehicular traffic between the shopping 
frontages but introduces gardens between 
the carriageway and the fronts of some o 
shops. Unfortunately, it does not fulfil in 
detail the promise of its basic conception, 
and there are indications in minor errors 
in draughting to suggest that had more 
attention been paid to completion, the 
resulting design would have been difficult 
to better. The number of cars for which 
parking is provided falls below the require- 
ments of the conditions, but it is obvious 
that room could be provided for the three 
more needed without detriment to the 
scheme. 

Design placed Third—No.3. This scheme 
is based on an excellent layout of the 
buildings. The elevational treatment does 
not rise to the same level of design and 
there are one or two defects in the planning 
of the houses in relation to daylight 
standards. Despite these, however, and 


the fact that the detailed plan for the exten- 
sion to the garage shown has been omitted, 
the general conception merits this placing.

does not comply with the requirements oi 
By-law 77, but the additional stair accord- 
ingly required could be provided without 
damaging the design. Like other schemes 
submitted the pitch of the roofs would 
have to be increased to comply with By-law 
164. One house is underlit and under- 
ventilated and some of the bedrooms have 
inadequate window provisions. Apart from 
these defects the scheme has a dignity of 
layout and refinement in proportion which 
deserves mention. 

The winning design was described by 
the designers as follows: The scheme 
seeks to create a focal point to the centre 
of the City of Perth, to impart a civic 
atmosphere and to reconcile and combine 
this atmosphere with the domestic scale 
of residential development. 

The scheme provides designed open 
space in front of the City Hall in the form 
of a garden which is integrated into the 
layout of the shopping court. The accom- 
modation provided is as follows: 23 
shops, six two-apartment houses, 17 three- 
apartment houses, two four-apartment 
houses. 1,336 sq. yds. of garden ground, 
parking space for 20 cars—the total 
estimated cost is £146,000. 

The shops have been designed to form 
a pedestrian precinct excluding all wheeled 
traffic, but parking spaces are provided 
so that cars can set down their passengers 
very near to the shops. Vehicular access 
for unloading goods is provided to all 
shops by means of roads on the perimeter 
of the site. 

The shops shown in the drawings are 
generally in units 18 ft. wide from centre 
to centre of the cross walls, but any shop 
can be extended to another unit by merely 
forming an opening of reasonable size in 
the cross wall and by reconsidering the lay- 
out of the lavatories and storage. 

Similarly the offices can be redivided by 
altering the openings in the cross walls, 
and the area within each unit can be sub- 
divided according to the needs of the 
occupier. Owing to this cross wall construc- 
tion any of these units can be used as first- 
floor premises for the shops, the area on 
the first floor of the small north block 
being particularly suitable for this purpose.

IMPERIAL COLLEGE 


The Collcutt Tower Retained in Revised Scheme 
NORMAN & DAWBARN, ARCHITECTS 


"THE Imperial College authorities, in conjunction 

with their architects, Messrs. Norman and 
Dawbarn, have prepared an amended scheme for 
the development of Imperial College on the site 
bounded by Imperial Institute-road, Exhibition- 
road, Prince Consort-road and Queen’s-gate. It 
enables the tower of the Collcutt building to be 
preserved as a free-standing campanile. The high 
block is moved off-centre and, by omitting the 
Union and the departments of Botany and Zoology, 
reduced in height. The London County Council 
have been consulted during the preparation of the 
revised scheme but formal sanction on planning 
grounds has still to be sought. It is expected that 
the first section of the scheme for which “ outline 
approval” has already been obtained will go to 
tender in November next, and that other sections 
will follow, the whole forming a ten-year phased 
programme. This plan (B2 in the following 
notes) depends on a report on the structural 
condition of the Collcutt Tower and its ability to 
remain as a free-standing feature. 

Since. the 1954 scheme for the rebuilding of 
Imperial College was prepared, certain points 
have emerged which, taken together, have 
warranted the examination of other schemes for 
developing the centre of the site whilst keeping E. 
and W. unaltered from their latest plans. 


(a) The Great Hall has been very much reduced; 
accommodation being for 800 instead of 3,000. 

(b) No. 170 Queen’s-gate is to remain undisturbed ; 
this, taken in conjunction with the value that 
must attach to the adjoining property— 
Alexandra Court—makes it reasonable for the 
master-plan to end to the north and east of these 
properties. 

(c) The intention to pull down the Collcutt Building 
and particularly its Tower (which was assumed 
before the proposed scheme was made public) 
aroused considerable protest. 

(d) Whilst the angles of light and air within the 
original scheme are good, an impression was 
gained from a model of that scheme that the 
site was somewhat overcrowded (this may be 
partly due to a confusion between vehicle and 
pedestrian level). 

(e) An adjoining site in Prince’s-gardens is likely 
to be made available for some of the dining 
and common room accommodation as well as 
for much-needed bedrooms. 

The architects have accordingly been asked to 
examine schemes whereby the Collcutt Tower can 
be retained and a slight reduction of density made, 
on the assumption that the overspill on to the 
Prince’s-gardens site will not exceed 100,000 square 
feet gross. 
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Calling the original scheme ** A,” further possi- 
bilities have been or are being explored labelled 
** BI ” and “ B2.”’ These are both based on three 
assumptions: (1) that it would not be appropriate 
to retain the Tower and still keep the very high 
central block as shown in scheme A; (2) that a 
reduction in the height of one or more blocks 
should be made; (3) that, whilst it would be wrong 
to divide the scheme into two halves and leave the 
axis of the Albert Hall and the Tower entirely open, 
it would be desirable to cross this axis only with 
reasonably low blocks. The advantage of this 
would, of course, only become apparent if the 
Royal College of Music were removed. 

Scheme BI: In this scheme the Centre block 
is split into two blocks flanking a centre court, 
and blocks CE and CW are reduced from spine 
height to spur height. Diagrammatic floor plans 
and sections were prepared, and it was found 
possible to limit the overspill as required by losing 
the open “‘ deck” and by assuming the removal 
of Botany and Zoology from the Centre Block to 
W2. But, on further examination, it was realised 
that the fact that the Departments of Civil and 
Electrical Engineering ran into the northern blocks 
meant that these departments were too spread and 
that the planning—particularly the vertical circula- 
tion—was liable to be confused. In addition it was 
felt that the symmetrical effect, concentrated on 
the Tower, was overdone and demanded an 
accurate matching of heights. 

Scheme B2: The objections to Scheme BI led 
to Scheme B2, whereby the high block is moved 
off-centre and, by omitting the Union as well as 
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Botany and Zoology, reduced in height by about 
40 feet. The Department of Civil Engineering 
remains virtually as in scheme A, but Electrical 
Engineering is reduced} to spur height, U-shaped 
around top-lit workshops. Both departments are 
now self-contained without loss of area. The 
element of a-symmetry and the height reduction of 
two of the five main blocks gives an interesting 
pattern and suggests a rather more open treat- 
ment. 

In both schemes BI and B2 the Tower rises as a 
spike from approximately pedestrian level. The 
space around it becomes a terrace with covered 
car-parking beneath it entered at level 32. Both 
schemes assume the incorporation of Imperial 
Institute-road as a precinct. The covered parking 
in B2 (BI generally similar) at vehicle level totals 
about 60,000 sq. ft. which might suffice for bicycles 
plus, say, 250 cars. Further covered space could 
be provided at a cost, at a lower level reached by 
ramps off the precinct. 

The possible overspill into Prince’s-gardens has 
One interesting effect; the reduction of common 
rooms and dining accommodation in the nucleus 
permits them to be within walking distance of 
level 47, and thus eliminates the necessity for 
escalators. 

A third scheme (B3) has also been considered 
but not yet analysed in detail. Unlike the others, 
the Tower springs out of a new building whose 
contemporary character may act as a foil. If 
areas could be made to “ work ” and departments 
be self-contained, it could well be found to have 
merits.

MAR&cCHWoOoD Generating Station on the 

south bank of Southampton Water was one 
of the first power stations to be commissioned by 
the Central Electricity Authority after vesting day. 
It has a total output of 480,000 kW. from eight 
generating units, each consisting of a coal- or oil- 
fired boiler of 550,000 lb./hr. capacity, and a 
steam turbine-driven generator of 60,000 kW. 
output. 


Power-station construction has changed con- 
siderably during the last 20 years. In some cases 
the earlier practice of designing them as brick 
structures, or with brick infilling to steel frames, has 
been discontinued, a light cladding being applied 
to the frame instead. Aluminium is an obvious 
choice for such a cladding and at Marchwood, 
aluminium structural sections and glazing bars, 
and aluminium sheet in various forms, have been 
used for the cladding above the 30-ft. concrete 
block walls, except for the patent glazing and a 
certain amount of vitreous enamelled infilling 
panels. Aluminium provides an infilling which is 
exceptionally light in weight (at Marchwood about 
1 1b./sq. ft., as laid, not including the Asbestolux 
backing).

The main power house is framed in steel, all the 
major columns being of welded box section. The 
turbine house is spanned with welded box section 
portal frames of 109 ft. 0 in. span. The loads on 
the steelwork are high: the turbine house is 
equipped with a crane with a lifting capacity of 
160 tons, and the boilers, each weighing in the 
region of 1,600 tons, are slung from the boiler- 
house roof beams. 

Due to plant requirements the main steelwork 
is in alternate bays of 38 ft. 0 in. and 26 ft. 0 in. 
These dimensions have been broken down by the 
architects to a common multiple of 13 ft. 0 in., 
and sub-divided for the cladding to a module of 
3 ft. 3 in. with further subdivisions of | ft. 74 in., 
93 in. and 34 in. 

It was laid down by the authority that all 
delicate plant was to be protected by blast walls 
of brickwork or concrete, and that the amount 
of glazing was to be limited to 18 per cent. of the 
wall area. This first stipulation gave rise to the 
concrete block walls around the base of the main 
building. The blocks were precast on the site 
to modular dimensions and laid without breaking 
joints. The whole wall is reinforced into panels 
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4 
by rods passing through the blocks. The vertical 
joints in the block walls line through with the 
glazing bars and corrugations of the sheeting of 
the cladding above. 

In order to avoid glare from a small light source 
conforming to the 18 per cent. requirement, the 
serrated cladding form for the turbine house was 
evolved. This system gives excellent glare-free 
lighting from comparatively small strips of hori- 
zontal glazing. The arrangement also works in 
reverse at night time and gives an effect of flood- 
lighting to the outside of the building. 

On the boiler house and turbine house the 
majority of the cladding is a special press-brake 
formed 18 s.w.g. corrugated sheet, the profile of 
which can clearly be seen in the illustrations. 

The 2-in. deep rectangular corrugations are 
93 in. wide and the pattern repeats itself every 
194 in. On the end walls and the long face of the 
turbine house this sheet forms the saw tooth 
pattern with the glazing; otherwise, it is applied 
vertically with a 2-in. side lap, the sheets being held 
at head and tail in aluminium extrusions. 

Elsewhere, on the workshop and stores, the 
auxiliary boiler house, and the cooling water pump

house, 18 s.w.g. standard Rigidal Industrial 
Trough T-corrugated aluminium sheeting has been 
used in the same way, with a one-corrugation side 
lap, and, on the auxiliary boiler house, a 6-in. end 
lap. This type of sheet is also used extensively for 
the roof and side sheeting of the coal conveyors, 
and for the sides of the junction towers where it is 
fitted in conjunction with patent glazing in extruded 
aluminium sections ; maost of the flashings to the 
coal conveyors are purpose-made to fit the cor- 
rugated sheet. 


The fixing of this cladding is in general by 
Oakley clips and bolts, by ordinary hook bolts, 
or by plain bolts direct to the steelwork. Most of 
the wall cladding to the main buildings is lined with 
4-in. Asbestolux, Gyproc aluminium-foil-faced 
plaster board being used for lining the workshops 
and stores building. 


The type of curtain walling used in the Adminis- 
tration Block, the welfare units in the power house, 
and certain other areas was evolved by the archi- 
tects in collaboration with the cladding sub- 
contractor. The mullions are of extruded alumin- 
ium at 3 ft. 3 in. crs. and the infill panels are 
either opening lights, fixed lights, or vitreous 
enamelled sheets. In the administration block the 
enamelled sheets are backed with 1 in. of Rocksil 
and 3 in. Asbestolux; in the welfare units they are 
backed with 4 in. Thermalite blocks; and else- 
where in the power house, where insulation is not 
reauired, they are unbacked.

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ANCIENT MONUMENTS 


Annual Reports 


DETAILS of work necessary to reinstate 

the plinth of the White Tower, in the 
Tower of London, are given in the Report 
for 1955 to the Minister of Works of the 
Ancient Monuments Board for England, 
which, together with the reports of Boards 
for Scotland and Wales was published on 
June 28 (HMSO, price 1s. 3d.). 


England 


The method of restoring the plinth of the 
White Tower was one of several archeo- 
logical questions referred for advice last 
year to the Ancient Monuments Board for 
England, states the report. Members re- 
commend using roughly coursed Kentish 
ragstone to match what has now been 
identified as original work. 


The Board advocates that Nadbury Camp, 
a prehistoric hill fort in Warwickshire 
threatened with destruction from ironstone 
working, should be excavated and the ram- 
parts preserved. 

In the 12 months under review the Board 
for England reported 246 monuments for 
scheduling under the Ancient Monuments 
Act, 1913. As before, a large proportion 
(176) were in Wiltshire; Devon had 17 and 
Cornwall 12. The total was made up by 
116 prehistoric burial mounds, 67 camps, 
settlements and other prehistoric sites, six 
linear earthworks, nine Roman sites, two 
ecclesiastical sites, 24 castles and sites of 
other secular buildings, and 22 bridges, 
crosses, standing and stones. 

The Board believes that there might be as 
many as 100,000 sites in England of some 
antiquarian value which could be scheduled 
under the Ancient Monuments Acts, but 
decided that all barrows and only a com- 
prehensive selection of other .monuments 
should be scheduled. It is expected that 
the total on this basis will be about 15,000. 

Care of barrows, it'is thought, could be 
improved if shrubs and small trees growing 
over them were cut down and their roots 
killed, with the co-operation of owners. The 
importance of prehistoric earthworks and 
barrows is emphasised and a previous warn- 


- ing is repeated of the risk of thoughtless 


damage by farming or development. 

Regret is noted at the decision to post- 
pone a scheme to mark every . scheduled 
monument in Wiltshire, as was recom- 
mended in last year’s Report. 


Scotland 


The Board for Scotland, where 36 monu- 
ments were recommended for scheduling 
in the period under review, would like to 
see carried out a small survey of a specific 
type of monument in a restricted area—the 
Iron-Age earth houses, or “souterrains,” 
numerous in Angus and Aberdeenshire—so 
that the best examples might be considered 
for guardianship by the Ministry of Works. 

It notes that excavations have been spon- 
sored by the Ministry at the atom factory 
site in Caithness and the proposed range 
for guided weapons in the Hebrides. 


Wales 


The Board for Wales notes that the Min- 
istry of Works, by acquiring the site of 
Llanbeblig vicarage, has saved from build- 
ing development an important section of the 
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great Roman fort of Segontium; outline 
progress of the work of preserving Conwa: 
Castle and town walls; and proposes tha: 
all early Christian inscribed and ornamente: 
stones of soft material should be place: 
permanently in shelter to avert decay fron 
exposure.

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Architectural Schools Eaxhibitions 
1.—THE BARTLETT 


TP HIS time of year brings a spate of 
schools’ exhibitions. To say that this 
raises a difficulty in finding something 
new to say about what generally runs 
true to previous form in satisfying the 
RIBA’s requirements would be an over- 
simplification and, in one respect at 
least, inaccurate. One can find plenty to 
say, but when this is because of a general 
uneasiness about the whole system of 
architectural training as exemplified by 
the various schools’ annual “open 
houses,” it might be unfair to both staff 
and students for whom “orders is orders.” 
In general, then, the danger seems agreed 
to be that a compromise nobody much 
likes is tending to “gell” into acquies- 
cence through the sheer physical difficulty 
of overhauling while the wheels are in 
motion churning out an end-preduct in 
fairly steady demand provided it con- 
forms to the half-accepted yardstick. 
Since the Bartlett School’s opening day 
has beaten the others by a short head, I 
must (admittedly therefore a little un- 
fairly) make it beating-boy for a few of 
the misgivings I expect to find apply to 
others—but that may be to anticipate. 
These may not come too graciously from 
an office-and-night-school-trained writer, 
but I do not propose here to establish the 
claim, or catalogue the advantages, of a 
detached viewpoint. I do, however, .in 
sticking my chin out, also lead with a 
protective left by saying that I envy the 
school-trained man, but net (lest it be 
mistaken for jealousy) for the generally- 
accepted reasons. I think he has his feet 
on the ground and the “experience” he 
is generally, and absurdly, accused of 
lacking does not always seem to have 
taught older successful people in practice 
to be very good architects, but sometimes 
only to compromise with their principles. 
If you are convinced that architects are 
born and not made, and doubtful 
whether you can train a person to be one 
at all, you may agree with me that one 
cannot lastingly impart culture, taste, 
sensitivity or whatever distinguishes the 
architect from the mechanic, after school- 
leaving age. This is not as defeatist as 
it may seem: it has for too long beén too 
easily assumed that the practical aspects 
cannot be, or are not, taught in the 
schools, but that aesthetics are. I am not 
at all sure that the reverse is not the case. 


Objects of Training 


Moreover, we must decide whether the 
schools are to train architectural assist- 
ants or architects; if there is now an 
essential difference; and whether the 
assistants are to inherit the mantle of 
what used to be called architectural 
designers, leaving their employers free to 
hunt clients—and waivers. If so, it is a 
Hobson’s choice between aesthetics and 
technology, and five years is too little to 
ensure both. 

In hopes that a comparative survey 
might throw some light on all this and 
even disclose some definable “ hand- 
Writing” distinguishing the characteris- 
tics of one school from another, thus 
first to the Bartlett—to run into an 





immediate complication. Available 
there, through substantially the same 
curriculum, are a BAHons. Degree and a 
Diploma—omitting for present purposes 
a Certificate Course which for three years 
runs in parallel with the former. What, 
in (literal) practice is the difference in the 
respective product from his, his em- 
player’s and his eventual client’s point of 
view, one wonders? The fact that the 
Degree Course calls for higher entrance 
attainments, as well as an enhanced 
pass-mark standard and other evidence 
of natural ability, seems to bear out the 
point made previously, but my briefing 
was admittedly hurried. 

In search of a handwriting, it was sug- 
gested at the Bartlett (I hope quotably) 
that this might be a slight, and in the 
circumstances natural, bias towards 
traditionalism. In the First Year this 
takes the form of a rather tentative 
approach to what, at that stage, should 
surely be fun-and-games. For instance, 
some prim little mosaics might benefit, I 
thought, from a rubbing acquaintance 
with rumbustious Ravenna or (better) 
Jugoslavia which can only come lIater. 
Indeed, here’s the rub: it is only later that 
sources are discovered, and even the 
Classical Orders (like a Classical educa- 
tion) begin to prove their practical, disci- 
plinary value. There are, however, some 
usefully analytical research sheets on, for 
example, Pavilions.. Sketch designs are 
similarly a little tentative. In the Second 
Year one of the oddest products is surely 
a neo-Georgian House for an Artist! 
What an opportunity lost, unless of 
course the client is perhaps one of the 
plushier portrait-painters! Otherwise, 
normal development is evident. 


Third Year Exercises 


In the Third Year, the loosening 
effect of varied pipe-openers is per- 
ceptible. There are several printable 
book-jacket exercises, in contrast to the 
embryo working-drawings which are all 
one can fairly expect until the student 
gets to know precisely what the builder 
wants from them. There are several 
competent, and one very good, Sports 
Pavilions, though I would have liked to 
devil’s-advocate a “folly” in the cottage 
orné manner as being the national tradi- 
tion here. A very crisp and sensitive 
design for a Roadhouse by a Chinese 
student seemed to me excellent. 

In the Fourth Year the Alfred Bossom 
Prize designs for a Nursery take pride of 
place—the winner’s a clean and appropri- 
ate colour study. A striking circular 
Grammar School is imaginative but en- 
counters planning snags. An esquisse 
for a Fish Market shows a very real feel- 
ing for town-scaping and people as well 
as ad hoc architectural improvisation. A 
Badminton Club suggests agility in view 
of the lack of valid precedent in sport, 
pace my foregoing suggestion. Some 
Gothic interiors in esquisses generally 
miss the organic articulation which I feel 
should be the point. There is a deft 


rendering of the elevation of a Seamens’ 
Hostel, 


with good colour not over- 
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In a Vertical Feature a charm- 


stressed. 
ing confection is made up with flags of all 
nations, but I have an uneasy feeling that 
those relying on “cornier” lighting effects 
might prove better eye-catchers in reality. 

In the Fifth Year I was overawed by 


an alarmingly competent Helicopter 
Station whose presentation in one case 
made me feel my age, though “ I too with 
Zippatone have dallied” lately. The 
comparatively generous space editorially 
allowed is running out, and I must pass 
over the Planning School, where the 
inevitable South Bank Re-development 
reminds one of uncomfortable realities. 
The room devoted to the Division of 
decoration also left me less happy, but 
without time to find out whys and where- 
fores to refute or confirm my fears. 

I apologise to the Bartlett for devoting 
as much (or more) space to crusty natter- 
ings about training in general than to 
their own work in particular. These did 
not prevent me from enjoying the exhibi- 
tion more than may appear from these 
notes, where I pay the sincere compli- 
ment of pulling no punches in occasion- 
ally hitting people at least my own size!

Ir 1s Now known and accepted that the 
correct use of colour and lighting in fac- 
tories can help to increase production. It 
helps to eliminate eye-strain and illness and 
is a factor in preventing absenteeism. In 
offices much can be done to improve work- 
ing conditions with the aid of colour used ~ 
functionally in relation to light. 

The second edition of the British Colour 
Council’s publication “ Colour and Lighting 
in Factories and Offices ” has now been pub- 
lished from 13, Portman-square, W1. The 
text and colour schemes have been com- 
pletely revised and amended and Sir George 
Barnett, HM Ohief Inspector of Factories, 
has contributed the preface. 

The booklet is an invaluable aid to man- 
agement when planning new colour schemes 
and gives comprehensive information under 
the following headings: colour, light and 
health; basic principles; colour classification; 
fundamentals of lighting, the effect of light 
sources on colours, the importance of light- 
ing in relation to decoration; and general 
notes. 

Colour schemes are illustrated for fac- 
tories, offices, entrance halls, cloakrooms 
and lavatories, rest rooms, welfare clinics 
and canteens. These schemes are prepared 
from a range of 12 matt and 13 gloss 
colours, of which 19 are taken from the 
British Colour Council Dictionary of 
Colours for Interior Decoration. The book 
and a card illustrating the complete colour 
range are included in a wallet.

QUANTITIES: On the recom- 
mendation of the Allied Societies’ Confer- 
ence, it was agreed to ask the Joint Consul- 
tative Committee of Architects, Quantity 
Surveyors and Builders to review the present 
limit of £3,000 in value of work which may 
be tendered for without quantities. 


Joint Training 


Joint ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON TRAINING 
IN THE BUILDING INDUSTRY: Following upon 
consultation with the Board of Architectural 
Education, the Joint Consultative Committee 
of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders submitted a report to the Council, 
and to the Councils of the other bodies con- 
stituting the Joint Committee, making the 
following recommendations: 

That an exploratory Committee, to be 
known as the Joint Advisory Committee on 
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Training in the Building Industry, should be 
set up; that the terms of reference be to ex- 
plore current systems of training and to make 
recommendations for future action, including 
the setting up of.a committee as envisaged 
by the Building Training Conference held in 
January, 1956; that the constitution of the 
exploratory Committee should be three re- 
presentatives of the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee, three representatives of the RIBA 
Board of Architectural Education, two re- 
presentatives of the Board of Building Edu- 
cation, and two representatives of the Quan- 
tity Surveyors’ Committee, RICS; that the 
Committee should have power to call upon 
experts to give evidence if desired and that 
the Committee should report to the Joint 
Consultative Committee who would be re- 
sponsible for the secretarial services. 

These proposals were approved by the 
Council. 


LB By-laws Amendments 


LONDON BUILDING By-Laws, 1952: Pro- 
POSED AMENDMENTS: The Institute had been 
informed that, following upon a number of 
failures in the fixing of cladding on build- 
ings, the LCC were proposing to make cer- 
tain amendments to the By-laws to provide a 
check on methods of fixing, and it was pro- 
posed to delegate authority to District Sur- 
veyors. It had, however, been pointed out 
that the complete revision of the By-laws 
was due in 1958 and that it might be better 
in the meantime, while these new techniques 
were being tried out, if matters were 
centraily controlled so that a body of in- 
formation could be collated and the powers 
exercised by the granting of waivers. 

The Council approved this alternative 
proposal for submission to the LCC. 


Powers of MBCs 


TRANSFER AND DELEGATION OF POWERS 
TO METROPOLITAN BOROUGH COUNCILS: The 
Council were informed of proposals to trans- 
fer certain powers from the LCC to Metro- 
politan Borough Councils. The majority of 
the proposals were not connected with archi- 
tectural or town planning matters. It was 
agreed to reserve for future comment a pro- 
posal to delegate the power to make orders 
for preservation of trees and woodlands and 
to consult the Town and Country Planning 
and Housing Committee. On the general 
point of the delegation of planning powers, it 
was agreed that any extension of delegated 
powers was not in the best public interest, 
since it could multiply the number of 
authorities to be dealt with and complicate 
the channels of communication. 

VENTILATED LOBBIES FOR WATER CLOSETS : 
It was agreed to give support to a motion 
to be moved in the London County Council 
for the reconsideration by the Health Com- 
mittee and Housing Committee of the LCC 
By-laws on the provision of ventilated 
lobbies. While it was accepted that the pro- 
vision of a ventilated lobby between a water 
closet and any other room was desirable in 
principle, it was agreed that there were many 
occasions, especially in conversion work, 
where the provisions of such a lobby in- 
volved disproportionate cost and loss of 
otherwise valuable accommodation, and 
that there should be powers to grant waivers. 


Retirement and Tazation 


TAXATION TREATMENT OF PROVISIONS FOR 
RETIREMENT: The Council considered a re- 
port from the RIBA representatives on meet- 
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ings convened by the Law Society and at- 
tended by representatives of the leading pro- 
fessional institutions to consider and make 
representations on the provisions of the 
Finance Bill, 1956. The Bill provides for 
the purchase of retirement annuities by self- 
employed persons, the premiums of which 
up to certain limits will be tax free. As a 
result of representations made, certain 
further concessions were to be made by Par- 
liament, especially in regard to those who 
were partly self-employed and partly salaried, 
The Council were also informed that the 
Architects’ Benevolent Society were arrang- 
ing for the provision of suitable annuity 
schemes for architects-in private practice. 


Small House Designs 


RIBA SMALL House Desicns: Approval 
was given to the details of the scheme formu- 
lated by the Public Relations Committee for 
the provision of RIBA designs for small 
houses and for the setting up of a Designs 
Executive Committee and the initiation of a 
competition for the production. of these de- 
Full details of the scheme are to be 
published in the RIBA JourRNAL and the tech- 
nical Press at a later stage. 


COLLECTION OF PHOTOGRAPHS OF ARCHI- 
TEcTS’ WorK: Owing to lack of response, 
it was agreed to abandon the scheme for 
the collection of photographs of architects’ 
work, 


Intermediate Examination 


The RIBA Intermediate Examination was 
held at various centres from May 4 to May 
10, 1956. Of the 471 candidates examined, 
149 passed and 322 were relegated.

To the severely formal occupational 
disguise of the men the ladies’ hats as usual 
lent relief, many of them startlingly in 
period with the décor. Gayest thing of all 
was the menu, a jolly rococo doodle in 
black on white and yellow with Brighton 
themes interwoven, by a second-year stu- 
dent of the local school. 

Very briefly the PRESIDENT RIBA pro- 
posed the toast of the South Eastern Society 
with a much appreciated acknowledgement 
of the fact that without all such the Insti- 
tute could hardly function. He reminded 
the members of their obligation as archi- 
tects and, as he saw, many of them rotarians, 
to work together for the good of all. 

GRAHAM CrumP replied, underlining the 
irony of the Societies’ claim to indepen- 
dence when the basis of their finances was 
the Institute grant. As a president should, 
he made again those points which must be 
made each time architects are hosts to lay- 
men: the need to preserve our architectural 
heritage, the part to be played by architects 
today in adding to it without imitation, the 
need for tolerance of new ideas and the 
contribution by the Society’s schools in en- 
couraging young men with ideas to experi- 
ment freely while still safely under tutelage. 

J. L. DENMAN proposed the toast of “ The 
Guests ” who included, among many others, 
the Mayors of Brighton and Hove, the MP 
for Brighton, the president of the Kent and 
Sussex Law Societies, the past president of 
the Southern Counties Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers and the Kent County 
Planning Officer with their ladies. In wel- 
coming them and the whole company on 
behalf of the Brighton Chapter he reminded 
them of the many fine buildings to be seen 
in the town and neighbourhood. He ex- 
tolled the example set by that age which, 
irrational in dress, evolved a rational, dis- 
ciplined, well-proportioned architecture.

He spoke confi- 
dently of the great scheme afoot to build 
in Brighton a University of Sussex, and 
upon that note of cheerfulness and hope 
the party dispersed to deal again with the 
weather—“‘ Not yet adjusted to summer- 
time,” as the notice said on Brighton station.

"THE sixty-eighth annual report of the 

Sheffield, South Yorkshire and Dis- 
trict Society of Architects and Surveyors was 
presented at the annual general meeting on 
June 21, held under the presidency of Mr.

A proposal to increase the subscriptions of 
Fellows and Associates by 10s. 6d. was put 
before the last annual genera] meeting and 
was approved by a large majority, the pur- 
pose of the increase being to provide funds 
for an annual scholarship. Although a con- 
siderable number of members have sub- 
scribed, the council feel that it should be 
made clear that they are empowered, 
with the RIBA approval, to make this com- 
pulsory, and they expect every member who 
has not already subscribed to take steps to 
do so. The council also wish it to be made 
known that, whilst they appreciate the 
generosity of those who have already sub- 
scribed, the sum collected up to now does 
now provide sufficient for the purpose for 
which it is required. 


The council has discussed a proposal for 
improving the amenities of Paradise-square, 
the only square of note in the city sur- 
rounded by 18th-century and early 19th-cen- 
tury houses of an interesting character, and 
a sub-committee of which the City Architect 
(Mr. J. L. Womersley, ARIBA) is a mem- 
ber, has been appointed to consider what 
can be done in this matter. 


A number of matters have been considered 
in council during the session, including 
among many others, fees for architects and 
quantity surveyors in connection with State- 
aided housing, tendering procedure, and 
constitution of Allied Societies in relation 
to their financial resources, broadcasting by 
architects, employment of architects by 
building contractors, difficulties experienced 
in obtaining approval for the use of or 
method of fixing certain building materials 
and the code of practice for plumbing work. 


The evening course in design for students 
not taking a full-time course has been con- 
tinued, but the attendance has not been 
equal to that of previous years, and it will 
largely depend on what promises of support 
are forthcoming for the next session 
whether it is decided to keep it going or not.

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Progress Report on the New Towns 


Sir Thomas Bennett’s Views on the Future 


‘THE following are extracts from a 

paper read by SiR THOMAS BENNETT, 
KBE, FRIBA, to a general meeting of 
the Town Planning Institute in London 
on June 28. Sir Thomas said: 


At this stage in the development of 
new towns and with an informed audi- 
ence such as we have here tonight, a 
great many of the factual principles and 
ideas of planning are so familiar that they 
need no detailed report and little em- 
phasis. On the other hand certain facts 
connected with the movement of popula- 
tion, matters of economics and finance, 
the existence and possible solution of 
social problems are all matters upon 
which we are steadily gaining informa- 
tion. 


I propose, therefore, to begin with an 
outline of the present position of the 
development of Crawley and -to pass on 
to consideration of a number of points 
connected with movement and other 
problems so that this aspect of planning 
may be at least recorded and may well 
give rise to valuable discussion. 


The New Towns Act was passed in 
1946 and the Crawley Development Cor- 
poration was formed in the beginning of 
1947. At the present moment, therefore, 
just over nine years of development are 
visible. In 1947, 6,000 acres of land were 
designated as the areas of the new town. 
This land lay in three counties, three rural 
districts and five parishes and it contained 
a population variously estimated from 
9,000 to 10,000; probably 9,500 was 
a close figure. 


In 1947 the idea of new.towns was by 
no means universally accepted, and, 
therefore, a risk still remained that a 
change of government, a change of 
economic conditions, even at that stage 
another war, might cause the develop- 
ment to stop far short of completion and 
the plan of Crawley was prepared so that 
it would form a cohesive town at any 
reasonable stage of its progress. 


A plan was therefore needed to pro- 
duce a cohesive town at every stage of 
development. A town centre around the 
existing Crawley shopping area was to 
reproduce as nearly as possible urban 
conditions for the earliest inhabitants. 
The order of development laid down on 
the plan, and which has been followed, 
was West Green, Northgate, Three 
Bridges, Langley Green, Pound Hill, 
Ifield, Southgate, Tilgate and Gossops 
Green. The ground works of the whole 
of these areas have been completed in 
nine years, with the exception of Gossops 
i where the contract is ready to be 
et. 


The industrial area has been established 


in the north and, at the end of March, 47 © 


factories were in production, covering 
an area of 1,643,000 sq. ft. Fourteen 
other factories were in the course of 
erection and a further 15 had been 
arranged for. These, when completed, 


would cover an area of 3,107,000 sq. ft. 
In nine years, therefore, the basic employ- 


ment for nearly four-fifths of the final 
population has been created. 
period eight neighbourhoods have been 
prepared for building, five of them have 
been virtually completed and one is 
rapidly approaching completion, provid- 
ing in all a total of 5,651 houses. The 
population is now estimated at 30,000. 

In nine years, therefore, a substantial 
part of the accommodation for 55,000 
people has been established. EEconomic- 
ally it has shown that building on this 


scale can be carried out with Government 


loans, varying from 3 per cent. to 54 
per cent. interest, which as an. overall 
average will show a return of about 1 
per cent. greater than the average borrow- 
ing. rate and with a probability that it 
can, in due course, absorb the marginal 
cost of unremunerative services without 
undue burden on the rates, 


Non-productive Works 


A major issue which can have serious 
repercussions on the growth of the 
town or, alternatively, on its ultimate 
economics, is the non-productive works. 
These are far more extensive than the 
average person would realise. This is, no 
doubt, the reason why in 1946 and 1947 
it was anticipated that new town develop- 
ment would be an economic burden. 


The Growth of Industry 


Clearly the basis of the town must be 
employment and the basic movable 
employment must be manufacturing 
capacity. A number of problems of major 
policy arise in endeavouring to settle 
principles of industrial development. The 
first is to provide a series of four or five 
industries to avoid sectional slump of 
serious magnitude and canalised employ- 
ment without choice for succeeding 
generations. 


In Crawley we have wood working, 
light engineering, printing, food and 
electrical manufacture. It is also neces- 
sary to have a number of employers or 
companies in each industry so that the 
employee can choose his employer, the 
employer has a pool of labour available 
and the local authority can build up a 
system of technical education which will 
adequately serve the industry. These 
objectives have been achieved. 


Employment 


In Crawley at present, 7,800 men and 
women are employed in the factories. The 
total number employed in the town is 
estimated to be 16,900, of whom 3,000 are 
employed in building and civil engineer- 
ing. It is estimated that 3,700 people travel 
into the town every day from the 
surrounding region, of whom approxi- 
mately 1,500 are working in building. It 
is anticipated that industrial employment 
will eventually be needed for 13,000 to 
15,000 people and this with the employ- 
ment created in commerce, amusement, 
local government and other services, will 
support the population of approximately 
55,000 people. 


In this. 
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Housing 


The people have been housed in bunga- 
lows, two-storey houses and flats. The 
census carefully taken of incoming resi- 
dents has shown that not more than 
3 to 5 per cent. want to live in flats. Care- 
ful check has produced finally 69 per 
cent. of three-bedroom houses. Although 
high flat building costs are substantially 
more than house building, the majority 
wish to pay less rent and only occupy 
with great reluctance, 

A standard house is 850 sq. ft. and the 
rent range of the three-bedroom house is 
from 28s. 3d. to 35s. 3d. plus approxi- 
mately 10s. a week rates. 

In November last year, the Corporation 
decided to raise the rent of all its tenants. 
It raised 729 rents 3s. 3d. a week and the 
remainder 2s. 3d. a week. This brought 
into prominence the disabilities of mass 
landlordism, whether it be a corporation 
or a private person. To increase 5,000 | 
rents on the same day is a considerable 
impact on the population. When the 
town is completed, to raise 10,000 rents 
will have an even greater impact and 
I think there is evidence of the desir- 
ability of dividing ownership, considered 
solely from this angle. 


Garages 


Examination has been made of the 
garage question. Provision at present is 
one garage to seven houses, Reserve land 
is being provided for one garage to four 
houses, which is the probable level in the 
foreseeable future. 


Churches 


Up to the present, five new churches or 
groups of church buildings have been 
erected. Religious thought is very much 
alive, attendance at some of the churches 
is substantial and support for many 
branches of church work is unmistakable. 
One church built to accommodate 
approximately 250 people, with a cleverly 
designed hall which can be added to in 
cases of special services, has had its con- 
gregation of approximately 250 ever since 
the church was opened. 


Community Life 


In settling new populations of this 
character, it is extremely important that 
spare-time occupations should be pro- 
vided for them as soon as they are 
needed. Experience has shown that for 
a much longer period than we had at 
first thought probable, the new inhabi- 
tants find the whole of their spare time 
absorbed with activities connected with 
the home. 

The most successful provision for com- 
munity life has been made by the erec- 
tion of timber prefabricated huts in each 
neighbourhood, costing approximately 
£1,000, which the Treasury have allowed 
community associations to use without 
payment of rent, on condition that they 
cover the cost of maintenance, running 
expenses and management. 

Outside the home the most popular 
occupations are connected with the culti- 
vation of allotments and an immense 
variety and number of small societies 
which are run by clubs and communities. 

The very important position of tele- 
vision in the lives of the people is em- 
phasised by the fact that considerably

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more than half the inhabitants have tele- 
vision installed. Various inquiries show 
that television parties are very popular 
and undoubtedly this is causing the popu- 
lation to stay at home to a much greater 
extent than has been the case since 
Edwardian times. 


Retail Shopping 


In the centre of each neighbourhood, 
retail shopping has been developed. The 
number of shops has varied in proportion 
.o the distance of the neighbourhood from 
the town centre. The-most distant so far 
developed (that of Langley Green) has 21 
shops all of which appear to be success- 
fully trading. A somewhat larger number 
may be developed in Tilgate and smaller 
numbers have been sufficient in other 
areas. 

In general, these shops cater solely for 
the day-to-day food needs of the popula- 
tion. They form a target centre for this 
population. They are a considerable aid 
io crystallising the community life, since 
the shopping centres normally contain 
sites for the church, public house and 
certain other buildings. 


Future of the Towns 


There remains only the ultimate future 
of the new town when it is completed. It 
has been inferred from the New Towns 
Act of 1946 that the town will eventually 
be controlled by the local authority. 
There are unmistakable signs that this 
suggestion has many disabilities. It is 
clearly undesirable for people governed 
by party politics to have control of the 
rents of practically every inhabitant. It 
is undesirable for those who wish to ob- 
tain votes to be subjected to the tempta- 
tion of offering special concessions to the 
industrialist group or any group and it is 
extremely doubtful whether any local 
authority governing a town of 55,000 
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people can be expected to have officers 
of a sufficient calibre to manage property 
running into £30 or £40m., and to deal 
with all the complicated questions of 
ownership and management which pro- 
perty on this scale necessarily involves. 


It becomes more and more clear that 
whatever may be the future method of 
ownership and control, it must be of an 
independent character, must be able to 
command a high standard of manage- 
ment and it must have due regard to both 
the magnitude of the investment and the 
importance of good management on the 
lives of the population. There is no other 
instance in this country where the 
Government has owned so high a pro- 
portion of the property and of necessity 
the problem brings to light many new 
factors which will require considerable 
knowledge and judgment before it will be 
possible to find a balanced and satis- 
factory answer. 


Discussion 


LorpD SILKIN, proposing a vote of thanks 
to Sir Thomas, said the idea of new towns 
when first promulgated, was not as acceptable 
as it was today. Today it was a non-party 
measure to which all people in the country 
were glad to subscribe, but it was not quite 
like that when the scheme was first started. 
It was important to get people in charge of 
those development corporations who would 
command general respect, who knew what 
they were about and would help to further 
the interest in the new towns movement. 
Further, they had to get people to realise that 
it was in no sense political, but something to 
which members of all parties could subscribe. 
Lord Silkin said he owed a great debt of 
gratitude to Sir Thomas for agreeing to ac- 
cept the chairmanship of the Crawley 
Development Corporation because by so do- 
ing he had created a great interest in the 
whole idea of the new towns movement. 


Although a very fine job had been done 
at Crawley, it would be invidious to distin-

guish as between one new town and another. 
They all had their different characteristics, 
different problems, different ideas. In fact, 
that was the purpose of setting up develop- 


4ment corporations to get these different ideas 


and establish competition between one town 
and another. It was competition with the 
pooling of ideas. 

It might be asked: Was the establishment 
of the development corporation the right 
method of building the new towns? It was 
gratifying to find that Sir Thomas not only 
believed they had struck the right method, 
but they believed that in this particular case 
they had struck the right personnel. It was 
difficult to decide on the right type of per- 
sons to run a development corporation. It 
required so many qualities and many of them 
became manifest later on. By and large, 
said Lord Silkin, the people who were chosen 
for these schemes were of the right kind and 
they fully justified their appointment. 


Lord Silkin said he was most interested 
to hear Sir Thomas’s reference to the time 
schedule of building, but he felt there were 
disadvantages in building a new town too 
quickly. They were liable to get a certain 
amount of discontent because the amenities 
which people expected could not be pro- 
vided quickly. 


The Financial Aspect 


How, Lord Silkin asked, were the new 
towns going to pan out financially? Read- 
ing between the lines, he thought Sir Thomas 
believed that in the end they would be self- 
supporting, and would justify the expense 
that had been incurred. If that turned out to 
be true, as he believed himself it would, it 
was a tribute to the way in which the towns 
had been created. As to the future of the 
new towns, he did not think there was any 
ambiguity in what was the intention in 1946 
in that they should revert to the local 
authority when they were successfully com- 
pleted. It seemed to be the right idea at that 
time, but he would not disguise the fact that 
one could make out a strong case against 
such a proposal, and some of the points that 
Sir Thomas had made were very proper 
points and were sound and formidable. 
It was a difficult question. One thing, 
although not the most important, they had 
to remember was that the local authority 
had borne the heat and burden of the day. 
They had incurred a good deal of expendi- 
ture in anticipation of the new towns, and 
it seemed only right that if there was a 
possible chance to recoup themselves they 
should be able to do so. 

Mr. R. T. KENNEDY, seconding the vote of 
thanks, said Sir Thomas’s success story of 
Crawley seemed like blowing his own trum- 
pet. If that was so, he hoped Sir Thomas 
would continue to blow it and blow it loudly, 
if only to show the general public that when 
a scheme was directed by a man of Sir 
Thomas’s experience and ability, planning 
paid, and he (Mr. Kennedy) was certain that 
planning was paying in the new towns. It 
was going to pay not only in thé financial 
sense, but it was certainly going to pay in 
the sociological sense. 

He differed (Mr. Kennedy continued) from 
Sir Thomas on the question of the speed in 
which new towns should be built. He felt 
ten years was too long for the number of 
new towns to be built around London. If 
they must have more of them, they must 
build them faster. There were, of course, 
the initial problems of water and sewerage, 
but he hoped in the future many of those 
difficulties would be ironed out before 
development. 

Replying to the vote of thanks, Sir 
THOMAS BENNETT referred to Mr. Kennedy’s 
point about the speed with which Crawley 
was being created, and said that if he had 
to start all over again he would not aim at 
increasing it. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Sale of Temporary Houses 


;[HE Ministry of Works is calling for 

tenders for the purchase in bulk of up to 
500 temporary houses in and around 
London. The houses are being declared 
surplus by local authorities mainly because 
the sites are required for re-development 
with permanent housing. The purchasers 
will be required to dismantle and remove 
all the houses in the contract, and clear the 
sites within given periods. This offer is, 
therefore, not suitable for the needs of 
individual private buyers. The Ministry is, 
however, reserving a number of houses for 
offer as required to individuals who are able 
to obtain the necessary planning and by- 
law permission for re-erection. 


Half-yearly Meeting 


The half-yearly meeting of the Midland 
Federation of Building Trades employers 
was held at the Ingoldmells Hotel, Skegness, 
on June 22, when the Lincoln and District 
Association were the hosts. Among the 346 
members and guests were Mr. Nigel Hannen, 
National president, Mr. S. F. S. Hearder, 
National director, and Councillor W. J. Bell, 
deputy mayor of.the City of Lincoln. 


Concrete, Technology Drawings 

An exhibition of working drawings by 
post-graduate students of concrete tech- 
nology at the Imperial College of Science 
and Technology is being held in the Brunel 
Room at the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
Great George-street, SW1, from July 2 to 12. 
This exhibition has been arranged to show 
something of the scope and achievements of 
the course in Concrete Technology at 
Imperial College. 


Rail Extension 


A scheme of reconstruction and electri- 
fication estimated to cost £3,500,000, is pro- 
posed for the Metropolitan Line by London 
Transport. In addition to doubling of the 
tracks at certain points, Pinner, Northwood 
and Moor Park stations will be rebuilt; extra 
platforms will be added at Amersham and 
Chesham; and a total of 17 bridges will be 
widened or rebuilt. Engineering work will 
begin in 18 months’ time. 


Renovating Station 


The Eastern Region has just begun work 
on the cleaning and repainting of Liverpool 
Street Station. All walls, both brick and 
stone work (inciuding Harwich House) will 
be cleaned and the station roofs, inside and 
out, will be cleaned and repainted. All 
station buildings, bridges, sub-ways, toilets, 
messrooms and stores are also to be re- 
painted. The work will take about a year to 
complete. 


International Road Conference 


Lord Derwent, chairman of the British 
Road Federation, told members of the 
Federation at the annual general meeting on 
June 20, that so far 13 countries had 
nominated delegates to the Federation’s 
international conference to be held in Lon- 
don in September. The conference will dis- 
cuss urban motorways as one solution to city 
traffic congestion.

FPHE last prizegiving of the Secondary 

Technical School of the Brixton School 
of Building was held at Lambeth Town 
Hall on July 2. In September the school 
is to become part of the new comprehensive 
school at Tulse Hill, Brixton. 

The chairman of the governors, MR. H. J. 
ADAMS, welcomed the guests who included 
the Mayor and Mayoress of Lambeth. He 
spoke of the history of the school which 
was founded in 1908. He thanked all the 
people who had been responsible for the 
running of the school. ,

Woop, then said a few words about boys 


leaving school and seeking employment, and 
she said the building industry was one of 
the finest industries in the country. The 
best type of boys should be attracted to be- 
come craft apprentices, and everyone con- 
cerned was to be congratulated with the 
teaching of the boys.

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BUILDING CONTROLS 


“ Last Thing the Industry Wants ” 


PEAKING at the half-yearly general 
meeting of the Yorkshire Federation of 
Building Trades Empleyers at Scarborough, 
on June 29, Mr. NIGEL HANNEN, National 
president, said that current talk about re- 
introducing building controls was having 
a disturbing influence on our industry. 

“I was glad to note, therefore,” he con- 
tinued, “that when he spoke at Leeds last 
week the Chancellor of the Exchequer ex- 
pressed the view that the balance of argu- 
ment was against controls at the present 
time. The last thing the building industry 
wants at this stage is a return to the costly 
restrictions which discouraged enterprise 
and hindered building progress so much in 
the early post-war years.” 


HELICOPTERS IN 
BUILDING OPERATIONS 


Demonstration at Gleneagles 


MP HE use of helicopters in contracting and 
civil engineering was demonstrated to 
the leading Scottish firms in these fields at 
Gleneagles on June 29 when Helicopter 
Services Limited acted as hosts. The com- 
pany had earlier completed a contract in 
the Oban district under very favourable 
times demonstrating the usefulness of the 
helicopter in reaching difficult locations. 
Convinced that Scotland offered major scope 
for exploitation, the company arranged this 
presentation using a Bell 47G helicopter. 

Speaking at the lunch which preceded 
the demonstration, MR. J. B. P. WILLIAMSON, 
FCA, said they would demonstrate the ver- 
satile Bell 47G. Normal policy when con- 
tracting in an inaccessible place would be 
to start with a road. The alternative policy 
would be to undertake the entire operation 
by helicopter taking up heavier essential 
equipment first and using for this a heli- 
copter capable of carrying a one ton load. 

Thereafter the “ Bells” would take over. 
These “work horses” would carry up from a 
base to the site, approximately five tons per 
hour assuming a travel of one mile and 
1,000 ft. in height. At the end of the con- 
tract, the larger machine would dismantle 
the heavier items and the entire work would 
be completed without use of roads. The 
direct cost would be comparable with but 
not cheaper than ordinary methods. 

However, the time saving would be enor- 
mous. Apart from this time aspect there 
were major advantages, not the least being 
the speed and ease of control of contracts 
which the helicopters provided. 

Freight handling by helicopter was de- 
monstrated during the afternoon when the 
company’s pilot, Captain .Timothy Clutter- 
buck, DFC, demonstrated various lifts from 
a prepared platform, the use of which has 
replaced slit trench operation and later took 
guests for a flight, to demonstrate the scope 
for helicopter operation in transporting per- 
sonnel as well as stores. 

Reaction was completely favourable. 
There was agreement that Scottish condi- 
tions do provide scope for many applica- 
tions of the helicopter on hydro work, 
power-line construction and inspection, pipe- 
laying, aerial surveys and photography, and 
the transport of key personnel. —

More Apprentices Wanted 


IN ANTICIPATION of the end of the school 
term this month, the LMBA has circularised 
its members urging them to notify immedi- 
ately any vacancies they may have for boys 
wishing to become apprentices in the build- 
ing industry. 

Over 50,000 boys in the London region 
leave school each year, and the building in- 
dustry in London, according to its present 
size, should absorb some 2,000 of them as 
craft apprentices. In fact, the average in- 
take over the last few years has been round 
about 1,000. 

‘The great majority of boys leave school 
at the end of the summer term, and in 
attracting the best type of boy available the 
building industry is faced with keen com- 
petition from other industries. 

The problem of offering suitable jobs to 
suitable boys in the London region of 791 
square miles, says the circular, is like a giant 
jig-saw puzzle, the missing pieces being 
represented by those builders who do not 
train apprentices, and it sometimes happens 
that openings in some districts remain un- 
filled whereas keen and promising boys~in 
other districts cannot be placed. The more 
vacancies we have the less likely this is to 
happen, the circular adds. 


Teaching in Technical Colleges 


IN view of the increasing importance of 
raising the standard of part-time teaching 
in technical colleges, and the need to en- 
courage those engaged in it, the LMBA has 
decided to offer annually a silver medal, 
with a money prize of £25, to the best 
student teaching building subjects and tak- 
ing the teachers’ training course organised 
by the City and Guilds of London Institute, 
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the award to be made on the results of the 
annual City and Guilds examination. 


This City and Guilds training course, 
organised to help the part-time technica] 
teacher, leads up to a Technical Teachers’ 
Certificate, which was introduced in 1953. 
Remarkable interest has been shown in the 
scheme, and the number of certificates 
awarded has risen from 9 in 1953 to 167 in 
1955. The training includes supervised 
teaching practice, and a satisfactory mark 
in teaching is required for the award of the 
certificate. Part-time teachers in technical 
colleges outnumber the full-time staff by 
about 4 to 1, and their suitable training is 
therefore vital to the success of the work 
of the colleges. 


National Federation Golf Trophy 


SEVENTY-SEVEN entries have been received 
for the annual competition for the National 
Federation Golf Trophy, which is to be held 
at the Royal Mid-Surrey Golf Club, Rich- 
mond, on Monday. This is the biggest entry 
in any year since the competition was 
instituted. 

In addition to the trophy, which he holds 
for a year, the winner is to receive a silver 
cigarette box presented by the LMBA, and 
the runner-up a silver entrée dish. 


Cricket: RICS Tie with LMBA 


WINNING the toss, the RICS batted first 
in their annual match with the LMBA at 
the Ibis Ground, Chiswick, last week, and 
lost a wicket in the first over of the match. 
Then they recovered and took the score to 
56 for three. M. C. Geddes (56) and A. 
Goater (55) then followed and the RICS 
declared at 219 for 9. J. Walker (Semtex) 
took 6 for 81. 

The LMBA were left with two and a half 
hours in which to bat. They lost the first 
three wickets for 42, then J. J. Webb (John 
Mowlem & Co.) made 90, and J. Walker 
scored 54 in 28 minutes. The LMBA now 
wanted: six runs, with three wickets to fall. 
They lost the next two wickets for the six 
runs, and a run to win the match was 
attempted off the last ball of the day.

Conference on Foremanship 
Training 


A HALF-DAY CONFERENCE on foremanship 
training was held by the London Master 
Builders’ Association on June 28 when 
representatives from firms engaged in the 
industry and from technical associations 
were present. 

The president of the LMBA, Mr. K. C. F. 
Foster, in his opening remarks, said that 
everything possible should be done to see 
that foremen get the best training offered. 
He then introduced the speakers. 

Mr. D. E. WoopBIneE ParisH, FIOB, spoke 
first on ‘“‘ The Place of Supervisory Studies in 
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Management Training.” He said that the 
selection, recruitment and planned training 
of suitable and sufficient individuals to 
goccupy positions of supervisory responsi- 
bility, was a matter of paramount importance 
for the whole future and well-being of the 
building industry He stated that the 
responsibility of individuals decreased year 
by year through delegation of authority. It 
was the duty of management to formulate 
and to see that policy was clearly defined. 

Management study was a comparatively 
recent thing in the building industry. How- 
ever, the broad principles of management 
‘were common to all industries, and this was. 
a fact which needed to be accepted by 
responsible employers before any major 
advance could be undertaken. Mr. Wood- 
bine Parish then made a plea that super- 
visory grades should be on the permanent 
payroll and not recruited from a general 
pool. 

He concluded that foremanship study was- 
a long-term problem, and problems of 
foremanship at the present time were due to- 
the industry not having foremanship train- 
ing in the past. 

Mr. E. J. EtmMes, AlSanE, then presented 
a paper by Mr. D. A. G. RED, BSc(Eng),. 
AMICE, AMIStructE principal of the 
Brixton School of Building, on ‘‘ Foreman- 
ship Studies.” Mr. Reid traced the develop- 
ments in courses to date. He emphasised, 
in his paper, the importance of support from: 
the employer. He gave details of recruit- 
ment, staffing, curriculum, teaching pro- 
cedure and examinations. He mentioned the 
special value of having industrial history 
and elements of supervision in the curricu- 
lum. He concluded that foremanship study- 
produced better foremen. ‘ 

Mr. D. E. WHEATLEY, MA, BSc, of the- 
City and Guilds of London Institute, spoke 
on his Institute and how the original terms. 
of reference covering general foremanship- 
and craft foremanship studies were evolved. 
He spoke for some time on the problems of 
preparatory courses, and alternative methods. 
of qualifying for entry to general foreman- 
ship courses. 

Mr. N. S. Farrow, of Howard Farrow, 
Ltd., opened the discussion by saying that 
he was rather worried by the fact that two 
streams were becoming general foremen— 
the craftsmen who had taken craft courses- 
and people from technical colleges. He felt 
that the two streams were jealous of each 
other. This was endorsed by Mr. R. L. 
FULLERTON, of Richard Costain and Son. 


Mr. A. T. FAmRHEAD of Allen Fairhead: 
and Son, Ltd., then spoke about the pay- 
ment of foremen which he said should be- 
much more. Foremen were being paid £16 
per week or at the most £1,000 a year while 
in other industries men who had similar 
backgrounds and had to undergo similar 
extensive training were paid £1,000 a year 
to start with. 

The fact that on large jobs the planning 
and technical sides were rather a lot for 
one man to handle was mentioned by Mr.. 
T. H. CRAwForD, of Wilson Lovatt and Son, 
Ltd. He said there should be a division of 
the responsibilities with one man for each 
side of the work. 

The mistake of putting a man in charge- 
before he was ready was brought out by Mr. 
. RAVEN, of the Cement and Concrete Associa— 

tion. 
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Mr. Hunter, of A. N. Coles (Con- 
tractors), Ltd., asked if it were possible to 
have three-week courses full-time as a short- 
term policy. 

Mr. WoopBineE Parisi, replying, said that 
short week-end courses were available. In 
a full-time course lasting two to three weeks 
it was found that a saturation point was 
reached in five days. He thought it much 
preferable to have a course of two evenings 
a week for two years, 130 hours in all. 

The conférence then went on to discuss the 
qualifications necessary to allow men to 
enter these courses. Mr. FARROW said that 
quite often he had first-class men suitable 
for the courses who had not got the neces- 
sary qualifications. Mr. Wheatley replied, 
that while in the majority of cases it was 
preferable that men should have completed 
the “threshold” courses, it was laid down 
in the instructions the CGLI sent to tech- 
nical colleges that there would be a minority 
who had not the “ threshold ” qualifications 
(craft certificate or ONC) and these men, if 
they were worthy, should be allowed to 
participate in the course. . 

At the conclusion, Mr. WoopBINE PARISH 
asked the conference if the present arrange- 
ments for the foremanship training courses 
for 1956-57 were satisfactory. It was agreed 
by all present that the arrangements were 
adequate. However, Mr. W. K. Lainc of 
John Laing and Son, Ltd., said that after 
1958 the present facilities would not be 
sufficient. 


BIRMINGHAM’S MULTI- 
STOREY FLATS 


New Building Programme 
Announced 


IGHTY-FIVE per cent. of the 3,334 
municipal dwellings planned for 
Birmingham in a _  £8,955,305 building 
programme will be in blocks of three 
or more storeys and half of them 
will be in blocks of six or more storeys. 
This fact was disclosed in the building pro- 
gramme which was submitted to the City 
Council on July 3. The programme provides 
for 1,746 dwellings to be built on suburban 
sites, 1,114 in redevelopment areas, and 474 
as additions to existing schemes. 

The largest project of the redevelopment 
schemes of the programme is in the Gooch- 
street area, where 626 dwellings are 
planned at a cost of £1,768,393. Others are 
Duddeston and Nechells (146 dwellings), 
£395,146; Summer-lane (282 in two units), 
£752,837; and Bath-row (60 dwellings), 
£167,868. 

More than 100 houses are to be built on 
a 13-acre site outside the city boundary at 
Valley Farm. Other big suburban schemes 
include projects at Bartley Green, Bells- 
lane, King’s Heath and the Eachway Farm 
extending to the Rubery estates. 


Experimental Construction 


INTEREST is being focused in the midlands 
on the block of multi-storey flats which Birm- 
ingham Corporation is building at Millpool 
Hill, King’s Heath. Five blocks of eight- 
storey flats are being built to the new 
design principle which eliminates crossbeams 
in the framework. The floors themselves 
provide the lateral strength of the building. 

Progress with the experiment, which will 
bring a saving of about £50 a flat, is being 
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watched by builders, architects and the 
Ministry of Housing. 

On the recommendation of Birmingham’s 
City Architect, Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, 
FRIBA, the Corporation’s house-building 
committee has agreed to extend the idea to 
five new blocks of eight-storey flats planned 
for the Firs Estate, Castle Bromwich. Mr. 
SHEPPARD FIDLER said on June 29 that the 
new idea was the outcome of a visit by 
the engineers to America. 


“A WORTHWHILE CAREER” 


National President on Training for 
Building 

R. NIGEL HANNEN, National presi- 

dent, speaking at the half-yearly general 
meeting of the South-Western Federation of 
Building Trades Employers at Bristol, on 
June 27, said that some of the most impor- 
tant developments taking place in the build- 
ing industry today were in the field of 
education and training. 

“Not only do we want to recruit more 
young men of the right calibre,” he con- 
tinued, “but we want to ensure that they 
get the right training from the start. In 
consequence, the National Federation has 
divided the work previously undertaken by 
its Education and Training Committee be- 
tween two new committees. One, the 
Management Training Committee, is res- 
ponsible for all matters connected with 
managerial and foremanship training. The 
other, the Craft Training Committee, deals 
with all questions relating to the training of 
craft apprentices.” 


A BRICKLAYING CONTEST 
Air-entrained Mortar Tested 
At the Shipston demonstration site at 

Phillimore-walk, Kensington, on June 
27, Lord Silkin of Dulwich, who, as Mr. 
Lewis Silkin, was Chairman of the Housing 
Committee of the LCC from 1934 to 1940, 
opened two simultaneous contests between 
two bricklayers and two teams of plasterers 
which had been arranged by the manufac- 
turers of an air-entraining additive. 
Builders, Lord Silkin said, were very con- 
servative and he added that he used the 
word as spelled with a small “c.” If the 
product would do all that was claimed for 
it, it would save £20 on a house, and in 
the Government’s promised housing pro- 
gramme of 300,000 new houses a year, 
which, he felt bound to admit, was being 
fulfilled, this would amount to an annual 
saving of six million pounds. The tests 
carried out by the Building Research 
Station seemed to support the manufac- 
turers’ claim, but in the matter of speed, the 
contest would enable the audience to judge. 
The starting pistol having been fired, the 
contestants set to work and, in ten minutes, 
the bricklaying team using the plasticised 
mortar laid the surprising total of 109 bricks 
as against 89 laid with the traditional mix 
of one part cement, one part hydrated lime 
and six parts of sand. As the plasticised- 
mortar is claimed to be cheaper than lime 
mortar, these figures suggest a saving of 
rather more than 20 per cent. on bricklay- 
ing. The plasterers using Febmix Admix 
with one part cement to six parts sand 
covered four sq. yds. more than the team 
using the traditional one-to-three rendering 
of cement and sand, and the comparative 
ease of application was noticeable.

Bricks and Cement 


THE LONDON Brick COMPANY have 
increased the price of common Flettons by 
2s. per thousand. This is the first increase 
for two years. 


THE CEMENT MAKERS’ FEDERATION, as 
announced in our last issue, have advanced 
the price of Portland cement by 3s. per ton \ 
as from July 1. The Federation state that 
recent announcements that the present prices 
of coal and electricity power will be main- 
tained well into 1957 “unless something 
quite unexpected and exceptional happens,” 
enable cement makers to announce that 
these new prices of cement will not be 
increased for at least 12 months from 
July 1 unless something quite unexpected 
happens. 


Building Slabs 


STRAMIT Boarps, LTpD., announce that in 
view of increased demand they have decided 
to absorb the extra costs which have arisen 
over the last six months, and therefore the 
price of 2 in. thick Stramit building slabs 
will remain unchanged until December 31, 
1956. The price of 2 in. thick Stramit, 
3 ft. 4 in. wide, for modular construction, 
is reduced to the same rate as 2 ft. widths 
as from July 1, ‘1956.

Stock Bricks Dearer 


THE president of the Stock Brick Manu- 
facturers’ Association, Mr. George Miller, 
has announced that the members of the 
association are unable to maintain prices 
at existing levels. 

At the beginning of 1956 the Stock Brick 
Manufacturers announced that prices would 
be stabilised until June 30, 1956, and the 
president of the association then indicated 
that it was hoped to extend the period if 
the trade unions and nationalised industries 
showed similar restraint. 

In a statement, the association says that, 
in reviewing the position at the end of June, 
the stock brick industry was faced with rises 
in the cost of coal, electric power and rail 
transport, besides wage advances. Other 
rises outside the makers’ control have 
occurred during the same period. The 
industry has during recent years absorbed 
many of the increased costs of manufacture 
through increased efficiency and productivity. 
Some of the very recent increases can be 
so absorbed, but the total is now too large 
to prevent some immediate advance in the 
price of stock bricks. 

The association now announces that these 
new brick prices will not be increased for 
at least 12 months from July, 1956, unless 
something quite unexpected happens.

New Towns Policy 


\ PROPOSAL by private enterprise to 
= build a new town at All Hallows-on- 
Sea, Kent [reported in The Builder of June 
8], was raised in the Commons on June 26 
when Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, was further 
cross-examined about his intentions for deal- 
ing with the housing of families in Greater 
London and Middlesex, and the planning of 
sites for Manchester’s future municipal 
house building programme. 

Mr. MacCo tv asked the Minister about 
the Kent scheme, and suggested that in view 
of the importance of assessing the needs of 
overspill on a national scale he should 
require all applications for planning per- 
mission in that area to be referred to him. 

Mr. SANDYS said that he was aware of 
this important proposal but thought it right 
that it should be considered in the first in- 
stance by the Kent County Council, who 
were the local planning authority. 

Mr. MacCo tt asked if the Minister would 
agree that overspill and new towns far trans- 
cended particular local interest, as in this 
case, and whether he would bear in mind the 
feeling which would exist in London, Man- 
chester and other places which were being 
held back in their need to treat overspill that 
this was an attempt to leave the problem to 
speculative building. i 

Mr. SANDYS explained that in this case the 
main problem was to provide houses for 
workers in the new oil refinery on the Isle of 
Grain. He was keeping in touch with the 
Kent County Council about the proposal, 
and when he knew their views he would con- 
sider the wider implications of the project. 


London and Middlesex Claims 


Mr. Hunter asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government for the total 
number of houses planned to be built in the 
new towns for the London and Middlesex 
areas; and the total number built, at the 
latest convenient date. 

He also asked how many families had 
been transferred from the London and 
Middlesex areas into the new towns being 
built for those areas. 

Mr. SANDys: Houses built in new towns 
are not earmarked in advance for families 
coming from particular parts of Greater 
London. I understand that by the end of 
last year the eight new towns in the Home 
Counties had provided houses for about 
8,000 families from the County of London 
and about 7,900 from Middlesex. 

Mr. Hunter urged the Minister to pay 
special attention to the London and 
Middlesex areas. As he knew, local authori- 
ties were running short of housing sités, 
while housing lists were growing longer. He 
asked if the Minister would bring out new 
plans to give families in the area some hope 
of being housed in the near future. 

Mr. SANDYS said that this was a matter 
which was constantly before him, and he 
had had discussions recently with the LCC. 
He expected that house building in the new 
towns around London would continue at the 
rate of about 10,000 houses a year, and, of 
course, the County of London and the 
County of Middlesex got a very substantial 
proportion of those houses. 
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Mr. MITCHISON asked when, at the present 
rate of progress, the LCC would be able to 
meet its housing requirements. Was it not 
time, he inquired, that the Minister did some- 
thing more, not only in the way of new 
towns, but for overspill around London and 
other urban areas such as Manchester and 
Birmingham? 

Mr. SANDYS said that Mr. Mitchison knew 
well that those were matters which he was 
actively discussing with the local authori- 
ties concerned. 


LCC’s Programme 


LieuT.-CoL. LipTon asked the Minister 
whether he was aware that of the 53,341 
families on the category “A” housing list 
of the London County Council only 1,000 
could expect to be housed this year; and 
whether, in those circumstances, he would 
make a special grant to increase the pro- 
vision of further accommodation. 

Mr. SANDYS: I am well aware of the 
housing difficulties in London. I understand 
that this year the LCC expect to have more 
thian 8,000 houses to offer to families on 
their housing lists. A high proportion of 
these will be families from slum houses 
which are being demolished. 

He added that the fact that the LCC had 
decided to give higher priority to slum 
clearance was a very good thing indeed. It 
showed that the policy behind the Housing 
Subsidies Act was beginning to work and 
have its effect. The Government, and their 
supporters, thought it was fair that families 
living in slum conditions should begin to 
have a bigger share of the new houses now 
being built. - 


East Kilbride Development 


Mr. JAMES Stuart, Secretary of State for 

Scotland, questioned about the invitation to 
a private enterprise company to finance the 
building of certain shops in the town centre 
at East Kilbride, said in a written reply on 
June 26 that the corporation had decided 
with his approval to lease land to 
private developers who proposed to erect 
shops and office buildings on a limited area 
of less than two acres of the proposed town 
centre. That was a procedure which had 
been followed by other new towns. The pro- 
posed arrangements would provide a sub- 
stantial return to the corporation and were 
without prejudice to ultimate decisions about 
the development of the remaining and the 
greater part of the area. 
_ He had been informed that the corpora- 
tion undertook inquiries of many sources 
and had discussions with other firms who 
might be prepared to carry out the develop- 
ment before deciding that the specialised ex- 
perience of the firm with which negotiations 
were now proceeding would, in their judg- 
ment, produce the most satisfactory develop- 
ment of the first limited area of the town 
centre. Other private firms or individuals 
would have an opportunity to tender for con- 
tracts for development. 


Cuts in Government Spending 


(THE air of eager expectancy that has ex- 

isted since Mr. HAROLD MACMILLAN, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, told the 
Commons during his Budget speech that he 
intended to reduce current Government ex- 
penditure by £100m. was rudely shattered on 
June 26, when in an interim report to the 
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Commons, the Chancellor gave a broad ou. 
line of how he had managed to secure about 
three-quarters of that total. 

4 it was obvious that in the intervening two 
months, without, as he himself confessed, 
getting into deeper policy, he had laboured 


hard. But, in the words of the Liberal 
leader, the mouse was “ disappointingly 
small.” Most of the economies he has 


achieved have been by running down exist- 
ing stocks, cancelling or deferring orders or 
running at a lower rate of stocks. 

Many of his proposals are on a “ once for 
all basis” which would not be capable of 
repetition next year, but in other instances 
the reduction in the rate of purchases could 
be continued next year. If much was vague 
in the general outline little enlightenment 
came from the more detailed analysis which 
he circulated later. A good deal will remain 
veiled in mystery until the publication of 
revised estimates later this month (July). 

While there was some meed of praise 
from Conservative members for what Mr. 
Macmillan had been able to do, it was a 
muted note of congratulation compared 
with the welcoming approval which greeted 
his original] statement. This was not quite 
what had been expected from the Chancel- 
lor: it had an air of unreality, and was the 
perfect political anti-climax that one has be- 
come accustomed to in recent months. 

The general reaction is that the Chan- 
cellor will have to do much more before 
the real purpose which lies behind his 
avowed determination to reduce Govern- 
ment expenditure is achieved. Of the 
£76m. which he announced he had been able 
to shave off the published estimates almost 
half will, as was expected, be found from 
defence. The army will contribute the 
major share of this, a review of the military 
building programme being responsible for 
a contribution of £1,500,000 towards the 
total. 

“The adoption of more stringent criteria 
for new building” in development areas 1s 
the basis on which the Board of Trade will 
provide £750,000 of the total of £39m. to 
be found from civil estimates. An explana- 
tion of this definition will come when the 
revised estimates are presented, but it is pro- 
bably related to the announcement on June 
5 that the Government had decided, as an 
economy measure, to defer all proposals for 
new Government-financed factories in 
development areas, except in a few cases of 
importance and urgency. 

Practically one half—£600,000 out of 
£1,386,000—will be found from reductions 
in capital expenditure by the Ministry of 
Education, and how this will be obtained 
must await the revised estimates, as also 
must the methods by which Mr. Macmillan 
has secured economies of £1,126,000 in 
capital and maintenance expenditure by the 
Ministry of Work on public buildings in the 
United Kingdom, and of £71,000 on ex- 
penditure for similar purposes overseas. 


School-building Programme 


GIR DAVID ECCLES, Minister of Educa- 

tion, informed the Commons on June 28 
that there were about 750 projects in the 
1956-57 school-building programme as pre- 
viously approved. Most of them would be 
deferred, but in many cases only for a few 
weeks, and generally for less than three 
months. He expected that number to be 
started by March 31, 1957. 


H 
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The 44 Welsh projects included in the 
programme for the current year would all 
be subject to a delay of about three months. 
He added that in this instance there were 
177 projects which had not been started 
which had to be included before the 44. 


Of the 330 schools included in the 1955-56 
programme but not started by March 31, 
130 had been started by May 31, and about 
another 80 had been authorised to start 
in June. He expected that another 90 
would have started by December 31. 


The Association of Education Committees 
had asked him to increase the building 
programme for 1957-58 beyond the amount 
promised in circular 306. He had informed 
them that, as explained in the circular, it 
might be possible to start some further 
buildings in the last six months of that year 
if inflation had been checked. 


He indicated that the 750 projects to be 
started this year included the 330 left over 
from last year. “* What we are doing,” he 
said, “is pushing out of the end of the 
current programme approximately the same 
amount of carry-over that came to us at 
the end of last year.” 


Mr. SWINGLER suggested that the figures 
revealed a “state of crisis,” and urged a 
comprehensive investigation to discover how 
large a programme was necessary to avoid 
a drop in standards. “The programme of 
starts,” Sir Davin replied, “ now authorised 
for this year is about what can be done. 
If in a year’s time it is possible to do more 
we will examine the matter again.” He 
would welcome the time when the pro- 
grammes were up to date, and expected they 
would be because of the action he had 
taken. 


Replying to Mr. Somerville Hastings, the 
Minister said that double windows were 
being incorporated in one or two new 
schools. Some savings in annual running 
costs were expected but not enough to 
cover the actual cost of the double windows. 


This was a technical matter which his 
experts were investigating very carefully, 
and the glass industry was also continuing 
research into the matter. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Caravan Sites 


Mr. REMNANT asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on June 26 
what advice he had given to local authori- 
ties about caravan sites where a housing 
shortage persisted. 


Mr. Powe, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment: The Minister has not yet issued any 
general advice on this subject; he hopes to 
consult the local authority associations soon. 


Mr. REMNANT asked if the Parliamentary 
Secretary would agree that caravans on 
properly serviced sites were better housing 
accommodation than the conditions in which 
many people on the housing lists were living. 


Mr. PowELt said that that was one of the 
matters which the Minister wanted to discuss 
with the local authority associations. 


Compulsory Purchase Orders 


Mrs. Joyce BUTLER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government how many 
compulsory purchase orders by local authori- 
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ties of land for housing were opposed by 
local objectors in 1954 and 1955; and how 
many compulsory purchase orders, so 
opposed, were confirmed by the Minister. 

Mr. PowetLt: There were objections 
during 1954 to 263 compulsory purchase 
orders made under Part V of the Housing 
Act, 1936; and during 1955 to 181. Out of 
these 444 orders, 353 were confirmed (many 
subject to modification), . confirmation of 
75 was refused, nine were withdrawn, and 
seven are still to be decided. 


Rent Acts Review 


Mr. ARTHUR LEwis asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government whether he 
could announce his proposals for amending 
the Rent Restriction Acts; and whether he 
would give an assurance that the proposed 
legislation would prevent an increase in 
rents, and thus assist in curbing the present 
inflationary spiral, 

Mr. SANDYS, in a written reply on June 26, 
stated: Not yet. 


Battersea Park Tower 


Mr. SANDYS, answering questions about 
his decision to permit the erection of a tower 
in Battersea Park at a cost of £50,000, in 
which he was urged to forbid this project 
in view of the desirability of reducing 
unnecessary and unproductive building work, 
said that it might be true that the ‘tower was 
unnecessary and that in existing economic 
circumstances the éxpenditure was undesir- 
able, but it had no relevance to his decision. 

“ Planning controls,” he went on, “ were 
never intended by Parliament to be used 
for regulating capital investment, and it 
would be quite improper and impracticable 
to try to use them for that purpose.” He 
said that he took full responsibility for his 
decision, and the views of the LOC were 
only one of a large number of considera- 
tions he took into account. The new tower 
would be 160 ft. high, and he understood 
that the Blackpool Tower was three times 
as high. It would be screened by trees up 
to about half its height. 

Hospital Building 

Mr. KENNETH’ ROBINSON asked the 
Minister of Health on June 25 if he could 
adopt the recommendation of the Guillebaud 
Committee that regional boards should not 
be required to submit capital development 
schemes of less than £50,000 for prior 
approval by his department. 

Mr. TurTON.— This is still under con- 
sideration. 

Mr. GIBSON asked how many projects for 
capital expenditure put forward by local 
health authorities had been refused consent, 
or a starting date denied, during the year 
ending April, 1956; and what was the total 
amount of capital involved in_ these 
decisions. 

Miss Hornssy-SmiTH, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary, Ministry of Health.—Thirty projects 
at a total estimated cost of £340,000.

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REDEVELOPMENT OF 
REGENT’S PARK AREA 


St. Pancras Corporation’s Plans 


PROPOSALS for the redevelopment of 

that part of the borough known as the 
Regent’s Park areas “B,” “F” and “G” 
made recently in a report’of the Council’s 
Planning and Housing Development Com- 
mittee have been adopted by the St. 
Pancras Metropolitan Borough Council. 
The following extracts from the report give 
some details of the scheme: 

The net housing area of the site, follow- 
ing adjustment in respect of the sites 
reserved for the future school and police 
station, is 11.12 acres. Modifications made 
during the development of the final sketch 
drawings have resulted in an increase of the 
total number of dwellings to 606, and the 
density, based on 3.6 persons per dwelling, 
to 196 persons per acre. 

During the study and development of 
these sketch designs the architects have 
formed the opinion that consent should be 
sought to increasing the height of the 
15-storey point block so that it may form 
a more dominant architectural feature to the 
surrounding buildings in this area. Should 
this block be increased in height by five 
storeys, as the committee are agreed it 
should, the total number of dwellings would 
be increased to 626 and the density to 
approximately the permitted maximum of 
200 persons per acre. [This proposal has 
been approved.] 

Advantage has been taken of the various 
levels. of the site not only to add visual 
interest and variety to ground layout but 
also to preserve most of the existing trees 
and to avoid much expensive site filling. 
The resulting spaces under buildings have 
been utilised as appropriate to provide 
garages, basements for shops, etc. While the 
areas are planned for pedestrian priority, 
every building would have vehicular access. 

The development consists mainly of four- 
storey buildings containing flats and maison- 
ettes. There would also be terrace houses 
for larger families and a two-storey build- 
ing of small flats for single and older per- 
sons, two eleven storey and one fifteen-storey 
buildings containing flats. 

The bathrooms and w.c.s of the ground 
floor maisonettes and in the point block are 
planned internally, and would be ventilated 
by means of fresh air ducts. This permits, 
says the report, very economic and com- 
pact planning of the dwellings and the con- 
centration of the whole of the plumbing 
services in the heart of the building. Its 
adoption in the maisonette buildings of this 
scheme has resulted in a large gain in the 
number of dwellings provided. : 

The construction of the buildings, apart 
from the tall blocks, would be of load- 
bearing brickwork with reinforced concrete 
floors and roofs. The tall blocks would be 
of reinforced concrete construction clad with 
brickwork. ‘The construction of external 
walls and roofs would be such as to ensure 
a high degree of thermal insulation and 
resistance to condensation. 

In addition to housing provision is made 
for three public houses. 

The architects for the scheme are Messrs. 
Armstrong and McManus, and the consult- 
ing engineers Messrs. Bylander and Waddell.

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Indirect Cornice Lighting System

AN indirect cornice lighting system is a 

feature of the entrance hall of the new 
offices of J. Stone and Co. (Deptford), Ltd., 
at Crawley, Sussex. The new offices form an 
important part of the first stage of the exten- 
sion of the firm’s premises, which has now 
been completed. 

The system has been evolved by collab- 
oration between the architect, Elliott Cox 
and Partners, The General Electric Co., Ltd., 
which supplied the lighting installation 
throughout the building and Drake and 
Gorham (Contractors), Ltd., the electrical 
contractors. It comprises Osram 5 ft. 80W 
hot cathode fluorescent tubes housed in a 
prefabricated plaster cornice which is 
moulded to walls and beams. The reception 
desk, in the corner of the entrance hall, is 
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illuminated by three circular recessed tung- 
sten fittings, the pierced metal skirts of 
which have been finished in real bronze to 
match the canopy into which they are fitted. 
A larger recessed fitting of similar design 
lights the entrance lobby. 

For lighting the corridors leading from 
the entrance hall, a system has been devel- 
oped which employs decorative angle type 
fittings. 

In the drawing office, which occupies a 
large part of the new office block, an average 
illumination level of 30 lumens per square 
foot iy provided by GEC standard twin 
tube 5 ft. 80W Perspex trough reflector fit- 
tings. The fittings are situated at each side 
of the drawing boards to avoid specular re- 
flection from hard pencil lines.

Helicopters Aid Building 


PTTHE hélicopter is associated in the public 

mind with passenger-carrying and 
occasionally in connection with rescues at 
sea and dropping supplies to places inacces- 
sible by other means of transport, but it is 
not commonly appreciated that a valuable 
practical use for the helicopter is in trans- 
porting materials of all kinds to building 
sites, and that it has been used as a most 
efficient means of transport, in difficult 
terrain, of building and civil engineering 
materials. 

At the Building Plant Exhibition, 
organised by the Ministry of Works, to be 
held on the car parks of the Gosforth Park 
Racecourse, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Septem- 
ber 12-19 this year, a feature on the first 
four days of the exhibition will be demon- 
strations of lifting and transporting building 
materials by helicopter. The machine giv- 
ing the demonstration is a “Bell 47 G” 
operated by Helicopter Services, Ltd., of 
London and Derby.. This machine has a 
range of 220 miles and a maximum speed 
of 90 miles per hour. It can carry a load 
of approximately 5 cwt. excluding the pilot, 
the materials being transported in nylon 
nets suspended beneath the helicopter. The 
charter cost per ton carried is said to be com- 
parable with traditional methods in difficult 
country, and the time-saving element is 
naturally of consequence in costing. The 
mechanism used by Helicopter Services had 
been specially designed by them to carry 
not only material in nets but also pipes 
which can be off-loaded direct into trenches. 
Both methods have been tried successfully 
in contracts in Scotland. 


“National Housing 
Association not Justifiable’”’ 


National President’s Views 


Mr. NIGEL HANNEN, National President, 
speaking at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the Liverpool Federation of Building 
Trades Employers at Liverpool, on Tuesday, 
said that there was no justification for the 
proposal, which was included in the Labour 
Party’s recently published statement on 
housing to form a National Housing Associa- 
tion. to build houses. “ Indeed,” he said 
“the proposal is unfair both to the industry 
and to local authorities for, working to- 
gether since the war, they have done so well 
that successive Governments have felt it 
necessary to limit their activities. 

‘The number of houses built has been, 
and will continue to be, determined not by 
the number of agencies concerned but by 
the head of labour and the quantities of 
materials—particularly bricks and cement— 
available. This, no doubt, is why the Work- 
ing Party set up by the Labour Government 
did not recommend the formation of any 
additional central body.”

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ROLLER PAINTING 


Comparison of Costs with Brush Application 


By W. W. BARLEY and W. J. REINERS, BSc. 


r(‘HE use of rollers for painting is now 
* widespread among amateurs but, so 
far, rollers have found little application 
in the trade and there is lack of informa- 
tion on their economic possibilities. 
While there have been some reports of 
savings in labour costs resulting from 
their use, the trials on which the claims 
were based were rather limited and the 
results cannot be regarded as entirely 
conclusive. The Building Research 
Station and the Ministry of Works have, 
therefore, made a joint study of current 
experience and carried out trials on 
which to base an assessment of the 
economic possibilities of rollers for 
painting. 


Rollers and Outfits 


The paint rollers most commonly used 
in this country are covered with either 
medium-long-pile lambs wool or short- 
pile mohair, the *fabric being perman- 
ently bonded to rigid rollers. The short- 
vile rollers usually have the fabric joined 
spirally along the roller in order to avoid 
the repeated “ miss” which is likely to 
occur if the join is parallel to the long 
axis. This spiral mounting sets up a bias 
in rolling which gives a slight friction to 
the application of the paint and works it 
into the surface. 


Rollers are made in standard widths of 
2 in., 3 in., 7 in., 10 in. and 14 in. The 
small- and medium-sized rollers are usu- 
ally mounted, from one end only, to 
cranked handles to allow rolling as near 
to the edge of the panel as possible; for 
the larger sizes the handle is normally 
fixed to each end. Mountings, bearings 
and cranks are, necessarily, rustproof. 


Usually metal trays are used for hold- 
ing the paint and for charging the roller. 
These have inclined bottoms forming 
shallow wells and are usually ridged 
above the well to assist distribution of the 
paint into the pile. Outfits of this type 
are, however, appropriate only to small- 
scale jobs; for large-scale work the reser- 
voir of paint is too small, the trays are 
more cumbersome than a paint kettle 
and, although clips for attaching to 
ladders or trestles can be obtained, they 
are not so manageable. For easy work- 
ing, the tray should be placed on a table 
accessible to the work. An inclined board, 
similar to a washing board with close 
wire mesh, has been developed at the 
Building Research Station. The board is 
used in a bucket and is considered more 
adaptable than the commercial trays for 
scaffold work. The board is, however, 
more difficult to clean after use than a 
tray, and the outfit is more cumbersome 
than a kettle or plain bucket. 





*The descriptions ‘lambs wool” and 
“mohair” are those given in their. literature 
by the manufacturers concerned, at the time of 


drafting this report. These commonly used 


terms may also be taken to indicate sheepskin 
where lambs wool is mentioned, and pile other 
than mohair where mohair is mentioned. 


The roller itself presents no real prob- 
lems in use, although the effective work- 
ing area from a fixed position tends to be 
less than with a brush. In charging the 
roller, care needs to be taken to ensure 
uniform distribution over the roller as 
otherwise it requires greater labour to 
roll out to a uniform coat. Overcharging 
causes splashing in use and tends to cause 
sagging of the film and the production 
of an excessively stippled finish. Both 
long- and short-pile rollers hold a eon- 
siderable amount of paint and charging 
is required less frequently than with a 
brush, even for similar widths of tool. 

In application, the roller needs to be 
glided on to the surface and rolled at a 
reasonable speed with a firm, but not a 
hard pressure, the direction of rolling 
being frequently altered to achieve uni- 
form spread of paint. The bias of spirally 
jointed rollers must, of course, be con- 
trolled by guiding. The degree of charg- 
ing of the roller and the pressure exerted 
controls the extent of stipple or texture 
of the paint coat for any given paint. 
The uniformity of the coat applied to the 
surface depends largely on skill and re- 
quires a technique (in joining up, etc.) 
similar to brushwork. 


Cleaning Methods 


The easiest method for cleaning the 
roller is to scrape all surplus paint back 
into the container or tray, and then to 
wash the roller in a suitable liquid— 
water for distempers, etc., and white 
spirit for oil paints. The roller should be 
immersed in the solvent and the surplus 
solvent afterwards pressed out of the pile. 
A final wash should be made in warna 
water and detergent, well rubbed in, and 
followed by rinsing with clean warm 
water. Drying may be assisted by 
spinning the roller quickly to throw out 
excess water. The solvent can, of course, 
be re-used for cleaning purposes once the 
paint pigment has settled. 

Two types of hand tool for cleaning 
rollers have been developed at the Build- 
ing Research Station, one of hook form 
and one of ring form. Both assist in 
squeezing out the surplus paint or wash- 
ing solvent from the pile of the rollers, 
but the ring form is thought to be slightly 
preferable. 


Paint Films 


Paint films applied by rollers under 
good conditions to well prepared surfaces 
are not likely to suffer from defective 
adhesion. It is well known, however, that 
brush application works paint into the 
surface and tends to disperse any dust 
and slight traces of greasiness and mois- 
ture. Rollers are not so effective as 
brushes in this respect and, for priming 
coats on bare surfaces or where there is 
slight contamination, brush application is 
likely to be better. 

On reasonably smooth surfaces, films 
of acceptable thickness and uniformity 
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are easily obtained with either brush or 
roller. On rougher surfaces such as brick- 
work, a pile roller probably produces a 
continuous film quicker and with less 
labour than a brush, although it has to 
be more heavily charged for this purpose 
than for smooth surfaces. On very 
irregular surfaces, paint spraying is, of 
course, more efficient than either. 

As in other types of application, the 
appearance is partly in the hands of the 
operative. Unless a paint flows out 
smoothly and is applied with skill, the 
resulting coat is liable to bear witness to 
the method of application used, but 
whereas good oil paints applied by brush 
should show little or no observable 
brushmarking, rollers always tend to 
leave a visible stippled texture. With 
gloss paints this reduces the apparent 
gloss in proportion to the heaviness of 
the stipple, but with matt coatings the 
texture is less obvious owing to the lower 
light reflection. Matt finishes when 
applied by brush are often stippled in 
order to obviate possible brush marks 
and to give a more uniform appearance. 

The paint films produced by rollers, 
although continuous, vary somewhat in 
thickness from point to point and the 
durability and strength of the film as a 
whole may depend on the thickness 
between the raised stipples. So far, how- 
ever, there is no evidence of weakness in 
the films normally applied but this may 
have a bearing on paint usage. 

Theoretically, the stippled finish should 
be more difficult to keep clean, since it 
offers more lodgement for dirt. In prac- 
tice, however, unless the stipple is heavy 
or dirt accumulation from the atmo- 
sphere is great, no difficulty is likely to 
arise. In dirty atmospheres, more fre- 
quent washing may be necessitated to 
maintain the appearance. 


Economic Trials 


A fully controlled production triai was 
carried out during the normal redecora- 
tion by a contractor of an office building 
in London. The trial lasted ten days dur- 
ing which time the walls of eight rooms 
were painted and the ceilings of three dis- 
tempered. The lambs-wool roller, the 
mohair roller and brushes were used 
under comparable conditions for paint- 
ing walls with both emulsion and semi- 
gloss paint, and for distempering. A 
further comparison between the lambs- 
wool roller and brushes was made in the 
application of gloss paint to walls. The 
rollers used were 7 in. wide and all 
cutting-in was performed with brushes. 

The results of the measurements of 
paint consumption, expressed in terms of 
quantities of unthinned paint, are set out 
in Table 1 (see next page). 

Although the paint consumption is 
very variable it is consistently greater 
with rollers than with brushes (with one 
exception), the excess consumption with 
the lambs-wool roller averaging 28 per 
cent., and with the mohair roller about 
40 per cent. The consumption of paint 
with rollers might, of course, be reduced 
with increasing skill of the operative. It 
is also, perhaps, worth noting that the 
paint consumption with the brush in this 
trial was lower than normal for this class 
of work.

of paint consumption would demand the 
consideration of the skill of the opera- 
tive, among many other factors, and was 
rather outside the scope of these trials. 
The results suggest, however, that a close 
control should be maintained on paint 
consumption if rollers are used exten- 
sively-on commercial work..  ~ 

Continuous observation was made of 
the two painters to allocate their labour 
expenditure to the different operations 
involved. The times for plain areas and 
cutting-in were recorded separately but 
have been combined in the main discus- 
sion of the results below. To render the 
results directly comparable, the times for 
preparation, and non-productive — time, 
etc., have been excluded from the labour- 
expenditure figures. The time for clean- 
ing tools has also been excluded since, if 
cleaned once per day by the methods 
described above, the rollers should take 
little more time than brushes. 

The labour expenditure for painting 
given in Table 2 is the net productive 
painting time and is related to the same 
size of room for each type of paint. 

The labour expenditure with the 
lambs-wool roller is shown to be less 


expenditure with the lambs-wool roller 
is shown in Table 2 to be directly related 
to the type of paint. Where a 7-in. brush 
may be used, as with emulsion paint and 
ceiling .distemper, the advantage of the 
roller is marginal. With oil paints, how- 
ever, there are savings amounting to 33 
per cent. and 43 per cent. of the labour 
expenditure for semi-gloss and gloss paint 
respectively. The time required for 
cutting-in is essentially the same whether 
rollers or brushes are used for painting 
the surfaces and so the rollers should 
show a greater advantage over brushes on 
large surfaces where the amount of 
cutting-in is relatively small. The results 
described above must thus be considered 
as relating specifically to small offices, 
having a total wall area (painted) of 
about 50 sq. yd. The painted surface of 
individual walls in the offices ranged from 
2.5 to 18.5 sq. yd. in area. For corridors, 
factory walls, etc., the above results are 
conservative, and greater savings in 
labour expenditure may be expected with 
the use of rollers. 


Comparative Costs 


In this trial, the savings in labour 
expenditure with the lambs-wool roller 
were Offset to varying extents by the addi- 
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tional paint consumption. For emulsion 
paint and ceiling distemper, the brushes 
were definitely cheaper in total cost in 
these trials. For semi-gloss and gloss; 
paint the relative levels of cost depen: 
on the cost of paint and the labour rat: 
paid. For this purpose the labour cost per 
hour must include an allowance for non- 
productive time, tea-breaks, etc., as well 
as bonus payments, travelling and sub- 
sistence, and all labour on-costs such as 
insurances, holiday fund, etc. For the 
London area, a labour cost as so define: 
of about 6s. per hour can be considered 
typical. 

The effect of the cost of paint and 
labour rate on relative costs is shown in 
Figure A, which shows the “break-even” 
lines for semi-gloss paint and gloss paint. 
For points on these lines, corresponding 
to pairs of values of paint cost and labour 
rate, the two methods have an equal totai 
cost. The lines thus divide conditions in 
which the brush is cheaper from those ir 
which the lambs-wool roller is cheaper. 


The diagrams show that for a typicai 
price for paint of, say, 50s. per gallon 
and a labour rate of 6s. per hour, the 
lambs-wool roller is cheaper than brush 
for both semi-gloss and gloss paints. With 
semi-gloss paint, the lambs-wool roller 
is economic up to a paint price of 57s. 
per gallon. With gloss paint, the size of 
the individual areas treated is important. 
For small areas, the lambs-wool roller 
may not be economical if the paint price 
is high and the labour rate low, but for 
areas of 20 sq. yd. or more it is almost 
certainly cheaper than brushes. 


These results suggest that, even assum- 
ing the values for paint consumption in 
this trial, the application of oil paints by 
the lambs-wool roller should be cheaper 
where labour costs are high or paint costs 
low, but the saving would be small. With 
care and control it should be possible to 
reduce the extra paint consumption. with 
the lambs-wool roller below that 
achieved in these trials. It should then 
offer reasonable savings over the brush 
in most normal conditions. For emulsion 
paint and ceiling distemper there is little 
prospect of any appreciable saving being 
achieved by rollers, except, perhaps, on 
very large, continuous surfaces.

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Life of Rollers 


Insufficient continuous use has been 
met to gauge accurately the effective life 
of the various rollers and obviously the 
rate of wear is greatly influenced by the 
types of surface painted and the care in 
cleaning, etc. On normal interior sur- 
faces, however, rapid deterioration has 
not been experienced and several months’ 
painter use should be obtained. As with 
other tools, it is more economical to 
obtain good quality articles. Replacement 
covers are not obtainable, as these are 
firmly bonded to the rollers, but replace- 
ment rollers are available. On this basis, 
replacement costs may be slightly greater 
than for brushes, but this does not affect 
the relative costs with rollers and brushes. 


Painter Reaction 


No difficulty was met in obtaining 
painters’ co-operation in using rollers, 
although men most skilled with a brush 
were also the most reluctant to accept 
the roller. After use, individual pre- 
ferences varied, but in some cases ability 
to earn greater bonus with a roller was 
the deciding factor. 


Summary of Conclusions 


1. A saving in the cost of application 
of oil paints should be achieved by using 
rollers, but with water paints where 7-in. 
brushes are used, a saving seems less 
likely. The advantage of the roller in- 
creases with the areas to be painted, and 
a general saving of physical effort results 
from their use, which should tend further 
to increase output as operatives become 
well used to the tool. 


2. Rollers are not so adaptable as 
brushes to varying situations, or to the 
production of widely different film thick- 
nesses, but they are more adaptable to 
different surfaces, e.g., rough surfaces, 
those of unequal suction, and to paints 
of high viscosity. 

3. The appearance of roller painting is 
a matter of individual preference, but 
skill in application can produce work of 
very good appearance, particularly with 
matt coatings and those of reduced gloss. 


4. No practical differences in the 
adhesion and durability of rolled films 
can be found, as compared with brushed 
films, except for priming coats which are 
preferably applied by brush.

UN Report on Housing 
Situation in Europe 


Need for Slum Clearance in UK 


HE United Nations Economic Commis- 

sion for Europe (ECE Secretariat has 
recently published a comprehensive report 
on the European housing situation. It analy- 
ses the quantitative and qualitative picture 
of the housing stock in European countries 
and compares the level of house-building 
with the current needs arising from popula- 
tion developments and in the light of the 
trend of obsolescence. 

Against a background of expected changes 
in population and the number of married 
couples, the ECE Secretariat states that in 
virtually no country would the continuation 
of house-building on the 1954 level for about 
the next ten years be excessive in relation to 
reasonable requirements, taking. account of 
existing housing deficiencies. A_ possible 
exception might be Norway, which already 
has a relatively favourable housing situa- 
tion and the highest rate of house-building in 
Europe (in proportion to population); 
another exception might be Switzerland, 
provided net immigration is not increased. 


The study adds that Western Germany, 
which has had the highest rate of house- 
building after Norway, has a very consider- 
able housing shortage, and it would probably 
take at least a decade to bring the quantita- 
tive housing situation of that country up to 
the present level of the better-off countries. 
Sweden, which comes next in the rate of 
house-building and has a relatively favour- 
able housing situation, has so many small 
dwellings that it would take at least ten 
years at the present rate of house-building 
to bring its average density of occupation 
up to the present level in Norway and 
Denmark, the ECE Secretariat’s housing 
report continues. Finland in this respect 
would still be in a2 considerably worse posi- 
tion. 

Position in UK 

In the United Kingdom, where the quanti- 
tative housing situation is relatively good, 
there is a great need for slum clearance and 
still a considerable shortage of dwellings on 
the market, which leave little room for a 
significant reduction of the rate of house- 
building over the next ten years. The Nether- 
lands can hardly, at the 1954 level of house- 
building, cover its housing shortage before 
the arrival of the new wave of high family 
formation. 

In the USSR the quantitative housing 
shortage in the urban districts is described 
as very considerable. Even if the popula- 
tion increase in the towns were to slow down 
to, say, two million per year, compared 
with three and a half million recently, it 
would take two decades at the 1954 level of 
house-building to bring the quantitative 
housing situation up to the present average 
for Europe excluding the USSR. A con- 
siderable expansion of house-building is 
now, however, planned. 


According to the report, Austria and 
Belgium will need to maintain their present 
rate of house-building activity to meet con- 
siderable slum clearance requirements, and 
Denmark to meet current demographic needs 
and the existing housing shortage before the 
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new wave of high family formation which 
can be expected rather early in the 1960s in 
that country. In the remaining countries a 
continuation of the 1954 level of house- 
4 building is likely to make possible at most a 
very slow improvement of the situation, and 
may even not be sufficient to prevent some 
deterioration, the ECE Secretariat says. 

The country analyses show that there are 
almost invariably considerabie regional 
differences within a given country. The 
most obvious are the number of cases where 
the housing situation is worse in those areas 
of a country which have an income per 
capita well below the national average. This 
is true of Burgenland in Austria, Slovakia 
in Czechoslovakia, Bretagne in France, the 
northern agricultural republics in Western 
Germany, northern Greece, southern Italy, 
the northern parts of Norway and Sweden, 
Scotland in the United Kingdom, and the 
southern republics and Bosnia in Yugo- 
slavia. 

Turning to the question of the provision 
of some of the main amenities of a house 
(electricity, inside running water and a bath), 
figures suggest that the situation is far worse 
off in rural than in urban districts. This also 
appears to be the case with regard to the age 
distribution of the dwelling stock. In almost 
all countries the average age or the age of a 
typical dwelling is much higher in rural 
districts than in urban, and as a corollary the 
percentage of dwellings above obsolescence 
age is also higher in rural areas. 

Furthermore, in many countries a large 
proportion of rural dwellings are built of 
timber and therefore become obsolescent 
more rapidly than the stone houses which 
predominate in urban districts. These 
characteristics appear to be valid for the 
whole of Europe, and accordingly the prob- 
lem of the quality of dwellings is in many 
respects particularly urgent in rural districts.

ATTEMPT TO BRIBE 
COUNCIL’S SURVEYOR 


£50 Fine Imposed 


A FINE of £50 was imposed at Worcester 

recently on Charles Tolley, of Tapen- 
hall-road, Fernhill Heath, Worcester, who 
admitted attempting to bribe with £25 the 
deputy surveyor of Droitwich Rural Dis- 
trict Council, Mr. D. G. Carter, in an en- 
deavour to have plans for a bungalow 
approved.

Mr. MICHAEL Harrison, defending, sub- 
mitted that the offer was made more in 
eagerness to speed up consideration of the 
plans than to have them approved.

BELGIAN CONGO.—The extension of 
the Mombasa-Kampala railway to Kasese 
in Uganda which brings the railhead 200 
miles nearer the eastern Congo border, has 
been welcomed in the Belgian Congo. It 
is now planned to construct a road be- 
tween Kasese and Rutshuru in the Congo 
(about 100 miles) to aid coffee growers in 
the Kivu and Ruanda-Urandi district. 


Tenders for port extensions and improve- 
ments at Boma, Coquilhatville and Usum- 
bura are expected to be announced this 
year. . . . Work is to commence shortly on 
improvement of facilities at the Port of 
Kitona in the Bas Congo which is used as 
a base by the Belgian Metropolitan Forces. 
This will comprise extensions to the quays 
and the building of warehouses and auxil- 
liary buildings. The project will take about 
two years to complete. 


BRAZIL.—Preliminary studies have been 
completed by the Sao Francisco Valley 
Commission for the construction of the 
“Tres Marias” dam and hydro-electric 
plant on the Sao Francisco river in Minas 
Gerais. This scheme is said to be the third 
largest of its kind in the world. The dam 
is to form a reservoir of 22,000m. cubic 
metres and will provide a 56-metre fall of 
water from which 500,000kW are to be 
generated. The scheme will also open a 
stretch of the river to navigation. The 
scheme is to be financed by domestic and 
foreign loans to be raised by the Govern- 
ment. 


Government Departments are reported 
to be studying a proposal by a German 
financial group to set up a steel plant in 
the Rio Doce valley in Minas Gerais, the 
capacity of which would be some 1,500,000 
ingot tons a year, double that of Volta 
Redonda. . . . According to Press reports 
from Tokyo, Japanese interests are con- 
sidering an investment of some $20m. in 
a new steel mill in the area of the Itabira 
iron ore mines in Minas Gerais, to produce 
1,000,000 tons a year. These are two of 
many such projects which are now being 
discussed. . . . The President of the Republic 
recently received a delegation from Rio 
Grande do Sul to discuss the plan put for- 
ward by the Renault Company to set up a 
motor car factory in that state. The Renault 
plan envisages the construction of a factory 
with an initial output of 100 cars daily, 
rising to 2,000 in 15 years’ time. 


GOLD COAST.— The Government has 
set up a housing corporation which is 
charged with constructing cheap houses for 
sale on hire-purchase terms and higher 
standard houses for outright sale. 


GREECE.— As a result of a thorough 
study the Government has decided to ask 
immediately for international tenders for 
the construction of a factory producing 
nitrate fertilisers. It will be a State project 
and will be established in Ptolemais. Cost 
is estimated at $25m. 
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NETHERLANDS.—Building authorisa- 
tion is being awaited in The Hague for the 
building of a luxury hotel for members of 
the diplomatic corps. It will ‘be erected in 
the garden part of the Willemspark block 
of flats, now housing the Ministry of Social 
Affairs. The new hotel, to be called The 
Majestic, is to have an assembly hall for 
1,000 people, a restaurant for 200, three halls 
seating 360 each and an underground garage 
for 100 cars. It is hoped that the hotel will 
be ready by the end of 1958. Building costs 
are estimated at close on £lm.... A new 
factory is to be built at Breukelen for the 
Dutch subsidiary of the Vapor Interna- 
tional Corporation Ltd., of Chicago whose 
products will include generators for Diesel- 
electric trains. When completed, the new 
plant will at first be used for the assembly 
of parts to be received from the USA. 


NIGERIA.—Although in the last three 
years only some 300 miles of roads in the 
Northern region have been tarred, it is hoped 
to complete nearly 450 miles this year. Only 
£2m. has been provided by the Federal and 
Northern Governments for construction and 
improvement of roads and of the three large 
road contracts recently awarded, one has 
gone to Strabag (Germany) and two to 
Borini Prono (Italy).... An agreement 
was signed recently in Rome between the 
Western Region Production Development 
Board and two United Kingdom firms under 
which a plastics factory will be established 
in the Western Region. 

The Federal Public Works Department are 
to arrange for a survey into the possibility 
of a new road bridge to link Lagos island 
with the mainland. The survey will be 
carried out by a UK firm of consulting 
engineers. 


NYASALAND.—Plans are being made 
for the expenditure of some £6}m. on the 
improvement and extension of roads. 


RHODESIA AND NYASALAND.— 
Nearly 10,000 miles of new roads and 46 
bridges are to be built over the next four 
years at a cost of more than £750,000 in 
the accelerated programme for implementa- 
tion of the Native Land Husbandry Act, 
designed to convert African farming from 
a communal to a yeoman farmer basis. .. . 
A company has been formed to grow citrus 
in the Fort Victoria area. It is hoped that 
a new dam costing £2m. will irrigate 20,000 
acres to be used for this project.... A 
medical centre costing £90,000 is to be built 
near Salisbury, as well as seven new hotels, 
costing in all about £1,300,000. 


SAUDI ARABIA.—It is understood that 
Government tenders will be called for 
shortly for the construction of the Mecca- 
Taif road. This road, which will be 70 km. 
in length, has been surveyed by a Syrian 
firm, the El Eram Company, of Damascus. 
It passes through hilly country, and a foreign 
contractor will probably be required to 
overcome the technical problems involved. 
On completion, it will form part of the 
projected Jedda-Riyadh-Dammam Highway. 
... Tenders may be invited in a few 
months for ground and aerial survey of 
the remainder of the projected trans- 
peninsula road. The survey will have to 
cover a strip 10 kilometres wide from Taif 
to Riyadh and from Riyadh to Dammam. 

The contract for the asphalting of the 
Riyadh-al Kharj track has been awarded 
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to Ramadan Company, a Riyadh contrdctor. 

The Department of Works have 
authorised the erection of factories in the 
north of Jeddah for the manufacture of 
cement, bricks and tiles. Among other 
industrial projects under more or less active 
consideration are the following: A flour 
mill at Jedda, a tyre-retreading plant in 
Riyadh, and three small factories in al-Hasa 
for the manufacture of cast-iron drain- 
pipes, light metal galvanised electric cable 
conduits for use in buildings, and screws 
and nails. 


SWEDEN.—An agreement was signed 
recently between Sweden and Norway on 
transit traffic to Sweden from ports in the 
Trondheim Fjord. The main provisions of 
this agreement, which confirmed understand- 
ings already reached, are a new international 
highway which is to be built linking the 
Norwegian and Swedish roads, which at 
present terminate a few miles on either 
side of the frontier, and concessions and 
permits for the acquisition by Sweden of 
land and water areas in the Trondheim 
Fjord for the construction there of an oil 
harbour with cistern storage capacity.

COLONIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


Grants for Building and Roads 


AST year the United Kingdom con- 
tributed a record amount of 
£16,693,888 towards the development and 
welfare of the colonial territories. 
£1,365,569 of this sum was for research. 
These figures are given in the annual 
“Return of Schemes made under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies— 
April, 1955 to March 31, 1956,” published 
on June 27, as House of Commons Paper 
(Stationery Office, price 2s. 3d.). The total 
amount of money actually issued for 
approved schemes under the Colonial De- 
velopment and Welfare Acts during the ten 
years ending March 31, 1956, is 
£117,897,203. Of this sum £10,392,150 was 
spent on research. 

Grants were approved totalling £111,850 
for the University College of East Africa of 
which £103,600 was granted for the con- 
Struction of a new chemistry laboratory. 
For Kenya a grant of £155,000 was made to- 
wards the construction of the Technical 
College, Nairobi. Grants to Tanganyika in- 
cluded £182,339 for African urban housing 
and £451,890 for water development and 
irrigation schemes. In Central Africa the 
University College of Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land was granted £1,050,000 for the con- 
struction of permanent buildings. 


Rhodesian Schemes 


In Nigeria the Federal Government was 
granted £1,500,000 for the development of 
trunk roads. For the Northern and Western 
Regions grants totalling £1,748,756 and 
£1,204,840 were made towards various 
schemes in their Development Plans. 
Rural water supplies development in the 
Eastern Region received £1,312,500. Under 
a scheme for the construction of a civil air 
terminal and apron at Luga Airport, Malta 
was granted £254,000. > 

Grants to Aden include £176,300 for the 
Western Protectorate road programme, 
£100,000 for school building and £194,000 
for the construction of a civil hospital. 
Domestic water supplies and _ irrigation 
schemes in Mauritius were granted £510,000. 
The University of Malaya was granted 
£984,000 for the construction of permanent 
buildings, and‘ Singapore received a grant of 
£206,000 for the construction of a ring road. 

Among the grants approved for a variety 
of projects in the West Indies, British 
Guiana received £1,193,915 as a contribu- 
tion to its rural and urban housing pro- 
gramme.

T HE Royal Technical College of Glasgow 

will reintroduce a Chair of Civil 
Engineering in keeping with the increased 
enrolments in the civil engineering classes 
each year and the expanding demand for 
trained graduates in this field. This Chair 
was discontinued in the period between the 
wars because of the reduced interest in this 
field and the smaller number of graduates 
passing through the college.

Situation at Glenrothes 


THE current situation in the New Town 
of Glenrothes was discussed on June 20 by 
representatives of the Glenrothes Develop- 
ment Corporation and of Fife County Coun- 
cil with the Minister of State for Scotland, 
Lord Strathclyde. The Development Cor- 
poration reported to the Minister the pro- 
gress achieved in accommodating miners 
transferred to the New Town by the National 
Coal Board since the Government’s an- 
nouncement last November about the in- 
terim suspension. of new building contracts. 

The Corporation asked the Minister, in 
the light of the progress made in this respect 
in the last six months, to authorise forthwith 
a new house building contract of 159 houses 
and a site servicing contract for a further 
240 houses. 
the need for the earliest provision of land for 
further development, about which the Devel- 
opment Corporation and the County Council 
were in full agreement. 

The Minister raised with the County Coun- 
cil the question of their own housing needs 
in the area, and the possibility of some 
measure of co-operation between the two 
authorities on thé staffing requirements of 
the New Town. It was agreed that this 
‘matter would be discussed between the 
County Council and the Development Cor- 
poration. The Minister undertook to con- 
‘sider the views of both autHorities, and to 
intimate as soon as possible his decision on 
the Development Corporation’s proposals. 


Glenrothes Slowdown 


EFFORTS are being made by the “Glen- 
tothes Action Committee” to secure a 
reversal of the Government’s decision to 
delay further construction in this new 
Scottish town. The slowing down of the 
housing programme there was deplored, and 
regarded as a deliberate policy by a deputa- 
tion which met Scottish MPs in London 
recently. 

The fact that the Scottish Office is com- 
mitted to building a new town at Cumber- 
nauld while meantime delaying continuity 
ia an existing new town was strongly argued 
as a case of unreliable treatment. The 


Their representatives stressed. 
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reason advanced for delay at Glenrothes 
has been officially given as the failure of 
the NCB to complete the new Glenrothes 
pit to schedule. 


Councils Asked to Review House 
Rents 


THE Secretary of State for Scotland has 
suggested to local authorities that they should 
review the rents for their council houses with 
a view to charging rents that are fairly re- 
lated to the average tenant’s reasonable 
capacity to pay. A circular issued by the 
Department of Health says that at present 
the rents paid by council house tenants meet 
less than half the cost of their houses. In 
fixing rents there are two basic principles 
which local authorities will wish to keep in 
mind: subsidies ought not to be given to 
those who do not need them, and no one in 
genuine need of a house should be asked 
to pay more rent than he can reasonably 
afford,

The forty-first annual general meeting of W. J. Simms, Sons

TAYLOR WOODROW LIMITED 


Position maintained 
in spite of keen competition 


The annual general meeting of Taylor Woodrow Limited, was held 
on June 29, in London, Mr. Francis Taylor (Chairman and Managing 
Director) presiding. 

The following is an extract from his circulated review :— 

In spite of keen competition, we have experienced a not unsatisfactory 
year’s trading and maintained our position in the forefront of the in- 
dustry in this country, and in British contracting overseas. 

I do not think that many comments are necessary as regards the figures 
in our accounts. You will see that the profit for the year shows an 
increase. The balance after providing for all taxation and the interests 
of outside shareholders, amounts to £228,794, compared with £130,349 
previously. In the Consolidated Balance Sheet you will note a consider- 
able increase in the Current Assets and also in the Current Liabilities. 
This is partly due to the inclusion in the figures of the assets and lia- 
bilities of Myton Ltd., in which Company a controlling interest was 
acquired during the year, and also as a result of an increase in our 
Work-in-Progress. The valuation of the Work-in-Progress is, as you 
will appreciate, a very important item in our accounts. It is one that 
receives very careful attention by the Directors and officials concerned. 


AT HOME 


Assisted by good weather our construction company has enjoyed 
a favourable year with some outstanding achievements to its credit; 
among these I would particularly mention the award to us of the contract 
to construct a second atomic power station at Calder Hall. 

We have great opportunities in this atomic era, and I am sure that 
you might be pleased to appreciate the lead which your Company has 
already secured in this new field. In this respect our association with 
the English Electric Company, and Babcock and Wilcox in a group, 
the object of which is to supply complete atomic power stations in any 
part of the world under a single contract, will greatly strengthen our 
endeavours. 

At the same time your Directors are keenly aware of the need to 
continue to pursue our activities in other fields and 1955 has seen an 
increased volume of new contracts for the many important employers, 
both public and private, whom we are privileged to serve. 

The wide scope of our operations has given to our organisation a 
specialised knowledge of what is best in building and civil engineering. 
Our scientific approach to the question of pre-planning, our knowledge 
of the markets in which to buy, what is practical in new materials, backed 
in the field with a fleet of the most modern and up-to-date plant and 
machinery, does place us in a position to offer a specialised service to 
prospective clients. This service will be gladly placed at the disposal 
of those who contemplate ‘‘ Building for the Future.” 


HOUSE BUILDING 

During the year Taylor Woodrow Homes Limited have continued 
to expand their production, and in spite of a general shortage of land 
suitable for estate development have been successful in obtaining a 
number of attractive sites. 

Our Company marketing ‘“‘ Arcon ” structures was able to increase its 
turnover and close the year with a substantial volume of orders on hand. 

Our Plant Companies have made good progress during the year and 
turnover has been at a record level, but due to the imposition of the credit 
** squeeze ”’ any considerable expansion will be deferred for the time being. 


OVERSEAS 

AUSTRALIA. During the year steady progress has been made by 
our Australian subsidiary in the contribution made towards relieving 
the acute housing shortage. With the necessity for a continuing flow of 
immigrants the shortage of homes remains a major problem. 

BURMA. Our contract for the construction of Rangoon University 
Engineering College and Polytechnic is making very good progress and 
the work is expected to be successfully completed during 1956. 

CANADA. In the contracting field there is still very severe competition, 
and our policy in this connection is one of extreme caution. The estate 
development holding company, in which we acquired a controlling 
interest continues to progress. 

WEST AFRICA. Continued progress has been made by our associated 
company in the Gold Coast and Nigeria, and a number of important 
contracts have been obtained. y 

IRAQ. Our present commitments for building operations in Iraq 
will be completed about mid-1956, and in view of the difficulties being 
experienced in this area, we shall very carefully study the situation before 
entering into further commitments. 

KUWAIT. All work entrusted to us by the Government of Kuwait, 
together with the contract for the American Mission Hospital, has 
now been completed. 

Improved production and modern methods of construction and pre- 
planning are essential to the growth and expansion of our Company. 
We shall not relax our efforts in the field of research and development 
and shall be constantly aiming to bring our whole organisation to the 
highest pitch of efficiency. 

From this résumé of our operations during the year, I feel you will agree 
that our Company is in good shape and progressing along right lines.

Millars’ Wellpoints and Millars’ Mixers 
co-operate to complete a foundations laying con- 
tract in less than three weeks. The site was that of 
a new factory building at Rutherglen, Lanarkshire, 
within 60 ft. of the Clyde. Due to the presence 
of badly-running sand it was necessary to lay two 
mass concrete foundations 80 ft. long, 5 ft. wide, 
to a depth of 11-12 ft., ‘with two cross trenches
